Wheeling Trustee Don Jackson has 


called on the village to hire an outside 
professional consulting service to eval- 
uate village procedures. 


In a report at a Wheetign Improvement 


Party 
(WHIP) meeting Wednesday, 


Jackson said the village needs such a 
professional review because of the recent 
indictments resulting from a federal 
grand jury investigation. Six former and

present Wheeling and Cook County offi- 
cial? «ere indicted following a year-long 
probe into alleged shakedowns of Wheel- 
ing developers and businesses. 


"The 
recent federal investigations 


have 
brought some serious charges 


against our village." Jackson told a 
group of about 50. "We don't know what 
further results the investigations and 
trials will bring, but instead of waiting 
for the other shoe to drop, let's work now 
for optimum efficiency in our village 
government." 


Jackson said the village should try to 


find its weaknesses and then take realis- 
tic steps to correct any problems. He 
said the first step should be a review of 
the entire village operation. 


"This should Include review and rec- 


ommendations of administrative and ac- 
counting methods, and most importantly 
zoning practices," Jackson said. 


THE TRUSTEE SAID he already "in- 


stigated and will continue to press for an 
independent, professional consulting ser- 
vice to evaluate village procedures." His 
request apparently came in a closed ses- 
sion, since the board has not yet publicly 
discussed the matter. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt saJd 


Thursday he was aware of Jackson's pro- 
posal, but said he needed more informa- 
tion on the matter before endorsing the 
idea. 


"I'd have to talk to him a little more to 


find out what he has in mind," Passolt 
said. "I'm not at all against consulting 
firms. I'm not sure that the purpose you 
mentioned is a good use, but I'd have te 
get into it a little more." 


Passolt said the board is considering 


the consulting service as part of the 1974- 
75 budget. He said that the village has 
not used consulting services for adminis- 
trative reviews in the past. "I think our 
consultants have been more In specific 
areas," he said citing recent stormwater 
study as an example. 


PASSOLT ALSO SAID, however, he 


wanted a more "clear-cut definition" of 
the function of the consulting service be- 
fore it is placed in the budget. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said he

Half of homeowners may face sales woes

Almost one-half the homeowners in 


Wheeling may have a hard time selling 
their houses because of new federal re- 
quirement that flood insurance be obtain- 
ed before a home mortgage is issued. 


The Department of Housing and Urban 


Development (HUD) has issued a map 
that designates nearly half of Wheeling 
as a "special flood hazard area." A new 
federal regulation, effective March 2, re- 
quire homeowners in those areas to pur- 
chase flood insurance before their homes 
can be mortgaged by federally regulated 
banks and savings and loan associations. 


As of December, 1973, only 26 Wheeling 


residents had purchased the low rate 
flood insurance. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


has not 'had time to study the flood haz- 
ard map, but said it appears to cover 
significantly more area than is included 
in the flood plain. "It looks excessive, 
but I don't know what it is based on," he 
said. 


SPECIAL FLOOD-HAZARD areas in- 


dicated on the map include most Wheel- 
ing land east of Milwaukee Avenue, 
Meadowbrook West, west Dunhurst, the 
Anthony Road area, and all the property 
bordering the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch. 


It also includes parts of Whipple Tree 


Village and Chelsea Cove developments, 
property near McDonald Creek, and two 


large parcels of industrial land on Wheel- 
ing Road. 


While the map includes Wheeling's tra- 


ditionally flood prone areas, it also in- 
cludes areas that nave not been consid- 
ered as flood problems. 


For example, Possolt said he has lived 


in his house in Meadowbrook West for 
17'/2 years, and has never suffered any 
flood damage. His house, however, lies in 
the special flood hazard area. 


"Much of the area in there people 


don't have the real flooding problems," 
he said. "I suppose they could if we had 
a storm like in 1957." 


THE MANAGER SAID he does not 


think the flood insurance requirement

"We recognize the need for legisla- 


tion and the requirement for ade- 
quate enforcement of that legisla- 
tion," Jean Hanlon, chiarman of the 
Arlington Heights environmental con- 
trol commission, said. "On the other 
hand, environmental legislation that 
imposes financial burdens and re- 
strictions on citizens that accomplish 
little, if anything, should be dis- 
couraged."

ter a U. S Environmental Protection 
Agency order to establish a test pro- 
gram by June 1. The USEPA has re- 
quired 50 per cent reduction of car- 
bon-dioxide pollution in

Rolling Mead- 
ows sanitarian Donald Schindler and 
Des Plaines environmental control 
director Philip Lindahl called for ret- 
rofitting of taxicabs with anti-pollu- 
tion devices. 


At a July 30 federal hearing on the 


testing requirement, two state EPA 
officials, John Roberts and Dennis 
Hawker, testified that taxi retro- 
fitting is "100 times more effective 
than an inspection program ..." 


T h e Arlington Heights village 


board passed a resolution March 18 
that opposed the county ordinance. A 
similar anti-testing resolution was 
approved by the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference March 20, Hoffman 
Estates Mayor Virginia Hayter told 
the county board. 


Comr. John Stroger of Chicago was

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Tornados worst 
in half-century

As the worst tornado disaster in 49 


years sent the death toll in 11 states and 
a Canadian border city surging past the 
300 level yesterday, new twisters hit in 
Virginia, Georgia and South Carolina. 


In the 11-state disaster, President Nix- 


on declared Alabama, Kentucky, Ohio 
Tennessee and Indiana major disaster 
areas. 


White House spokesman Gerald War- 


ren said Nixon is awaiting word from the 
governors of Georgia, Illinois, North 
Carolina and Michigan before taking ac- 
tion in those states. 


By Thursday night, the death toll stood 


at 338. 


Damage exceeded SI billion and there 


were so many injured that no one kept 
count. 


Numbed and exhausted local officials 


in the Midwest and Southeast said they 
expected rescue workers to find more 
bodies in the nibble that stretched from 
Oklahoma to Michigan in the north and 
Georgia in the south. 


Kentucky counted 39 dead in what Gov. 


Wendell Ford called the most tragic day 
in the state's history. 


Forty dead were reported in Ohio, with 


the shattered city of Xenia alone report- 
ing 35. There were two deaths in Illinois. 
Eight persons died in Windsor, Ont, 
across the border from Detroit, when 
high winds unroofed and collapsed a wall 
on a curling arena.

Allen Pear- 
son, the nation's chief storm forecaster, 
said in Kansas City that the rash of twis- 
ters was fueled by a jet stream of air 
that acted like "a giant pump." 


Ths twisters rushed across central Illi- 


nois with Decatur suffering the brunt of 
damage. The Chicago area missed the 
tornadoes but was buffeted by heavy 
rains and high winds. 


The tornadoes killed more persons in 


eight hours Wednesday than all the twis- 
ters counted 'over the last three years 
combined, according to the National 
Weather Service.

France buries 
Pompidou 
in privacy 


O R V I L L I E R S , France (UPI) - 


France buried President Georges Pom- 
pidou Thursday behind an impenetrable 
security curtain granting his last wish 
for a simple private funeral. He died 
Tuesday night reportedly of bone cancer 
after a Idng and painful illness. 


Spectators and newsmen were kept 


away from the 50-minute mass in Paris 
and a 15-minute burial service in this 
country farming village. Only Pom- 
pidou's widow, Claude, her face and 
flowing blonde hair covered by a black 
veil, close relatives and friends and high 
government ministers were at the mass. 


The White House said President Nixon 


will fly to Paris Friday morning to at- 
tend a memorial service Satuday at 
Notre Dame cathedral in Paris. He will 
return to Washington late 
Saturday 


night. 


Pompidou was buried beside his father 


in a hilltop cemetery outside Orvilliers, 
23 miles west of Paris. The Pompidous 
had a white-washed country home here. 


Back tax bite may 'wipe out' Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The White 


House said Thursday President Nixon 
will be "almost totally wiped out" finan- 
cially when he pays $467,000 in back 
taxes and interest, and probably must 
float a loan to settle his Internal Reve- 
nue Service debt. 


The news of the financial pinch suffered 


by Nixon, who is a millionaire hi terms 
of cash and real estate, came as the 
House Judiciary Committee received for 
its impeachment inquiry a massive con- 


gressional report on the President's 
taxes. 


In forwarding the report, the Joint 


Congressional Committee on Internal 
Revenue Taxation endorsed "most" of 
its staff finding on the President's tax 
liability and commended him for decid- 
ing to pay it. It voted to take no further 
action,'thus wrapping up the inquiry 
launched in December at the President's 
request. 


Meeting with reporters for the first 


time 
since it was announced late 


Wednesday Nixon would pay an IRS as- 
sessment of extra taxes for bis first term 
in office, Deputy White House Press Sec- 
retary Gerald Warren gave a bleak pic- 
ture of the President's financial health. 


"He has to completely reassess his fi- 


nancial position, which has been almost 
totally wiped out by this," Warren said. 


He said Nixon will meet the obligation 


with "certain cash and probably borrow 
some money to pay the remainder," ad- 


Gas allocations hiked again

Simon announced. 


But Simon's deputy John Sawhill warn- 


ed at a news conference long gasoline 
lines are likely this summer if drivers 
fail to continue observing speed limits 
and other conservation measures.

given 85 per cent of the gasoline they 
used in 1973. 


Sawhill said the FEO intended to con-

We will be asking people to 
turn up their thermostats this summer." 


He also said "the allocation program 


will not be phased out in the forseeable 
future, no matter how much gasoline 
stocks rise. The program is necessory, 
he said, to protect independent service 
station operators from the large oil com- 
panies.

• The counsel for the Federal Energy

dence is still tentative and no action has 
been initiated against any company.

Link 'duress* to Patty's SLA statement 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The U. S. 


district Attorney said Thursday author- 
ities are assuming that Patricia Hearst 
was "under duress" when she announced 
that she was joining the Symbionese Lib- 
eration Army and remaining with the 
terrorist band that kidnaped her. 


James Browning, U. S. attorney in San 


Francisco, said there was no evidence 
that Miss Hearst had been a willing kid- 
nap victim when she was carried 
screaming from her Berkeley apartment 
two months ago. 


At about the time Browning was dis- 


cussing the case with reporters in San 
Francisco's federal building, Patricia's 
mother issued a statement at her subur- 
ban Hillsborough home saying only a 
personal meeting with Patty would con- 
vince her that her daughter voluntarily 
joined the SLA. 


In Washington, FBI Director Clarence 


Kelley said the FBI investigation of the 
kidnaping will continue despite Patricia's 
claim that she had gone over to her 
captors. 


Kelley said the agency was using "all 


available resources" and taking "all the 
necessary action." He added that the 


safety of the kidnap victim would remain 
the primary concern'of FBI agents. 


Browning said it also was assumed 


that Patricia was kidnaped, and added: 


"However, if you assume she went 


over to their side after the kidnaping 
then she would be guilty of extortion." 


The Hearst family has reacted with 


disbelief to the broadcast of Patricia's 
tape recorded voice saying she was re- 
nouncing her former way of life, joining 
the SLA and taking the name of "Tan- 
ia." 


In her written statement, Mrs. Hearst 


said: 


"We are a close family, and I cannot 


believe that the daughter I know so well 
has willingly adopted the way of life de- 
scribed by the SLA." 


In Sacramento, Gov. Ronald Reagan 


said "common sense" dictated that Pa- 
tricia is still a prisoner of the SLA until 
she personally tells her parents other- 
wise. 


In her tape recorded broadcast over 


two radio stations Wednesday, Patricia 
said she had decided to join the SLA and 
called her father, newpspaer executive 
Randolph Hearst, a""liar" and called the 
$2 million Hearst food giveaway a sham.

In the future, Jackson said he plans to

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Arthritis patients' exercise must be individualized 


You told a reader who had arthritis 


that exercises must be done right to be 
helpful. 1 would be pleased to see a col- 
umn on helpful exercising. I am not fat 
or overweight, but think exercise keeps 
one stronger and more fit. 1 am 64 and 
have poor posture and a soft, somewhat 
protruding abdomen. If I get hit tilth 
anything or bump Into anything hard or 
fiill It seems to stir up the arthritis bad- 
ly. 


Maybe some safe and sane exercise 


would put the body back Into kilter by 
strengthening some of the muscles or 
putting the organs back Into a stronger 
framework of muscles. 


Exercises for patients with arthritis 


'must be individualized. It depends a lot 


_ on which joints are Involved and the type 
' of arthritis. If one has a red-swollen and 
tender Joint from rheumatoid arthritis 
then it is usually best to let such a joint 
rest. 


In general for mild cases of arthritis, 


the best idea is to maintain the full range 
of motion of all joints as long as possible. 
This Is a lot different than trying to de- 
velop strength or enlarge one's muscles. 


One can develop his own exercise rou- 


tine. The idea should be to move each 
"and every joint through Us full range of 
motion. You could start with the foot and 
raise the toes up and curl them under the

rheumatology group can'do a lot to help 
you learn how to do the right kind of 
exercises.

IF YOUR CONDITION warrants it you

In another part of your'letter you men- 


tioned your sister has a hiatal hernia, 
She will not be able to do exercises that 
involve bending over, and she will have 


some problems with sit-ups. She can 
strengthen her abdominal muscles by ly- 
ing flat and simply voluntarily con- 
tracting her muscles as much as she-can 
and then relaxing them. She will not be 
comfortable either if she is flat too long. 
These kinds of problems are the very 
reason why exercises have to be individ- 
ualized.

foot, then spread the toes out Next move 
on to rotating the foot to move the ankle 
joint. 


You can lie on your back and lift up 


one leg, straighten your knee, then bend 
the knee. Using this method you can 
bend and straighten your knee through 
its full range of motion. 


JUST KEEP in mind that some joints 


rotate, others are hinge joints and open 
and close, such as the knee and elbow. 
Your arms can rotate both forward and 
backward at the shoulder joint. 


Each day try to move all of your dif- 


ferent joints from your toes to your head 
as far as you can move them comfort- 
ably. Often a good time to do this is just 
after a warm shower or bath. The 
muscle will be warm and will stretch 
more easily. Such exercise will tend to 
prevent your muscles from shortening 
and contributing to deformities with 
arthritis. 


Now these are just do-it-yourself sug- 


gestions, I would much prefer that any- 
one with arthritis be under the careful 
supervision of a doctor or a rheumatolo- 
gy clime to help him map his own pro- 
gram.

ANTI-BUSING AMENDMENT: An amendment to halt 


court-ordered busing across school district lines to achieve 
racial desegregation, passed 293-117. 


The amendment was offered to the Elementary and Secon- 


dary Education Bill. 


The amendment mirrors language passed by the House in 


1972. but which died In the Senate. It would bar the busing of 
students farther than the "school closest or next closest" to 
their home, or across district lines. 


Supporters argued that busing diminishes the quality of 


•dotation by destroying 
neighborhood family involved 


schools. 


Opponents argued that the amendment was non-germane, 


•would delay Senate passage of the overall bill and is uncon- 
stitutional.

, total, and increases from 6,500 to 6,800 the number of volun- 
teers.

PUBLIC CAMPAIGN FINANCING: A motion to strip the 


federal election reform bill of its public financing language, 
rejected 61-33. 


In rejecting the amendment, the Senate voted for 100 per 


cent public financing in general elections and combined pri- 
vate-public financing in primary campaigns. 


The cost is estimated at $340 million every four years, with 


funding based on the number of voting-age persons in a con- 
stituency. House candidates could get as much as $90,000 per 
campaign, Senate' candidates from the most populous state 
(California) as much as $2.1 million and presidential aspi- 
rants as much as $21 million. 


Supporters of the move to kill public financing argued that 


the proposal is a raid on the Treasury, and would force tax- 
payers to subsidize candidates with whom they disagree. A 
few others argued that public financing favors incumbents. 


Those voting to keep the bill intact argued that public fi- 


nancing will free politicians from obligation to special inter- 
ests, thus cleaning-up the electoral process.

BUDGET COMMITTEE SENIORITY: An amendment lim- 


iting to six years a senator's tenure on the proposed Senate 
Committee on the Budget, defeated 56-24. 


In rejecting the amendment, the Senate voted to give budg- 


et committee members the same seniority privileges that ap- 
ply to other major committees. 


The rejected amendment would have permitted a senator to 


return to the budget committee after a two-year absence. 


Supporters argued that rotating committee membership 


would assure equal representation for all parts of the country. 
They warned against letting senators entrench themselves in 
such an important committee assignment. 


Opponents argued that a transient membership would view 


the committee as less important than other assignments, thus 
weakening its stature.

ANTI-IMPOUNDMENT: A budget reform bill amendment 


to let either house of Congress force the administration to 
spend impounded funds, rejected 60-28. 


The rejected amendment would have required the Presi- 


dent to notify Congress of an impoundment. Passage in either 
house of a disapproving resolution — immune from veto — 
would have overruled the impoundment. 


In rejecting the amendment, the Senate voted to keep wea- 


ker language saying that impoundments are illegal unless 
approved by Congress. 


Supporters argued that Congress should face the impound- 


ment issue and stop leaving it to the courts. 


Opponents argued that impoundment is an illegal technique 


and should not be afforded statutory authority. Sen. Percy 
said Congress must "bite the bullet" and pass reasonable 
budgets that are impoundment-proof.

Both Mugalian and Siroca said the fact 


that the check given them by Daley car- 
ried no countersignature attests to the 
mayor's absolute control over the central 
committee coffers, which both estimated 
"goes into the millions."

Vets deserve a break 


When the American soldier came 


marching home from World War 
II. he was acclaimed by the public, 
offered 
many job opportunities, 


and given a tow-cost, government- 
paid education which encouraged 
him to obtain a job. 


But last year, as the Vietnam 


War ended, our returning soldiers 
found that 25 years had produced 
vast public and government indif- 
ference to the veterans' plight. In 
fact, the American soldier today 
could almost view himself more as 


a victim than a hero of the Amer- 
ican military effort. 


The public at large was indiffer- 


ent, even hostile, to the returning 
vet. Employers largely ignored re- 
turning veterans, too often viewing 
all of them as men who t6ok drugs 
as a normal course of military life 
— and thus were unfit to work in 
American industry. 


Veterans quickly learned, too, 


that the rawest deal would come 
from the government. For the men 
who came back in stretchers, they 


The 
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found 
that Veterans 
Adminis- 


tration hospitals were inadequate 
to provide long-term treatment for 
war wounds. 


Vietnam vets seeking a post-war 


education also learned they would 
receive only $220 a month to cover 
e v e r y t h i n g — tuition, books 
and living expenses. Few veterans 
could afford a college education at 
those figures, and they recalled 
that after World War II, the gov- 
ernment had generously picked up 
the entire tab for education. 


Veterans have responded with 


understandable anger — and last 
Sunday, President Richard re- 
sponded with a program which is 
an inadequate, halfway step to ap- 
pease the anger of veterans. 


Nixon focused his plan on the 


Veterans Administration. Among 
his proposals was establishment of 
a review committee on veterans 
services — headed with the incred- 
ible choice of present VA adminis- 
trator Donald Johnson, who has 
come under fire from the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars and the Disabled 
A m e r i c a n Veterans for "in- 
competence" and damaging cost- 
cutting in VA hospitals. 


In addition, Nixon moved to in- 


crease veterans' benefits by only 
8 per cent, with no move to in- 
crease educational benefits. Veter- 
ans seeking a government-funded 
education are still offered little 
more than a pittance. 


President Nixon has loudly used 


the POW issue to promote his own 
political interests, but he has done 
little of substance to meet the very 
real needs of the average veteran, 
who is seeking little more than the 
same benefits which World War II 
veterans received. 


Flag-waving is going to do little 


to honor the men who served us so 
well in Vietnam. They deserve a 
widespread 
public 
acceptance 


which they haven't yet received in 
this country, and they deserve sol- 
id financial help m readjusting to 
the country they served.

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The tornado season doesn't begin 


in the suburbs until May, but.... 


This week's threat of tornado activity 


to the Northwest suburbs is but the first 
such weather warning expected here this 
year, though the major tornado season 
doesn't begin until May. 


Traditionally, northern Illinois is hit by 


tornadoes and related thunderstorms in 
May and June following the end of the 
tornado season In the southern and cen- 
tral portions of the state. 


Though Cook County has had the great- 


est number of tornadoes in Illinois In the 
past 25 years (271. there have been only 
four reported tornadoes in the Northwest 
suburbs in that time, The latest was in' 
Mount Prospect in 1972. 


Experts warn that persons be on the 


alert when tornadoes are spotted or 
threatened and that they should head for

the corner of their basements because of 
the possibility of buildings exploding 
fiom the sudden drop in temperatures. 


WHILE IT IS easy to tell people what 


' to do when a tornado is on the way it is 
extremely difficult to predict such weath- 
er phenomena. 


A team of University of Chicago re- 


searchers and government officials later 
this month will jet above Tornado Alley 
in the Central Plains and Midwest states 
in an effort to refine tornado forecasting, 


Part of their concentration will center 


on Illinois and its vulnerability to tor- 
nadoes, «hich numbers 113 since the first 
one was recorded in 1876. 
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The researchers are led by T. Thto- 


dore Fujita, professor of meteorology at 
the university and noted tornado expert 
whose inquiries include a comparison be- 
tween tornado occurences in the Chi- 
cagoland area and Tokyo. 


THAT STUDY SHOWS that the number 


of tornadoes over Chicago proper de- 
creased in the past 20 years while the 
tornado frequency in suburban areas in- 
crease. 


The reason for this, according to Fu- 


jita, is what he calls the "heat island" 
effect, that is, Chicago proper stays 
warmer for a longer period of time than 
do the suburbs. Thus, while tornadoes 
thrive in a warm temperature zone they 


become more potent in a slightly cooler 
but still warm, humid, atmosphere. 


Fujita began studying tornadoes in the 


mid-1960s and-since then the university, 
e s p e c i a l l y the Department' of the 
Geophysical Science, has become known 
for its tornado research. 


ED PEARL, supervisory meteorologist 


of the department, said the research 
being conducted is aimed at refining the 
process of predicting tornadoes, which 
will lea'd to a better method of alerting 
people to go for safety. He said the U.S. 
government and the National Weather 
Service would be the direct beneficiaries 
of their work. 


Last year was a record year for tor- 


nadoes in the United States with spme 
1,000 reported. 


SOME POINTS to remember that re- 


late to tornadoes:. 


• If weather conditions are such that a 


tornado may occur, the U.S. Weather Bu- 
reau will issue a tornado "watch." This 
does not mean a tornado has been sight- 
ed. It means residents should keep tuned 
to their radios for additional weather in- 
formation. 


• A tornado "warning" is issued by 


the weather bureau when a tornado has 
actually been sighted, or is known to 
have touched down in an area. A tornado 
warning means persons Should take cov- 
er immediately. 


• 'Have ft predetermined shelter area 


In your home, either thd corner of the 
basement or under heavy furniture in the 
center part of the house If you have no 
basement. Some window* should be kept 
open but stayed away from.

• In an office building stand In an lute' 


rior hallway on a lower floor, preferably 
a basement. 


• In an open area move away from 


the tornado's path at a right angle. If 
there is no time to escape, lie flat in the 
nearest depression, such as a ditch or 
ravine.

Old landmarks have charm 
for Schaumburg painter

Chuck Whittle has high esteem for a 


boarded up white clapboard farmhouse 
or o vacated depot overgrown with 
weeds. He's continually on the lookout 
for antiquated bams and outmoded ma- 
chinery and farm equipment. 


Realizing it may be a building's last 


opportunity for recognition the amateur 
artist will often pull over to the side of 
the road in his car and record his dis-

Some old landmarks that only native 


residents would easily recall, are hung 
on Whittle's living room wall preserved 
in oil. pen and ink or pastel. 


"It's something I enjoy doing once in 


awhile. Everything I've done here was 
once an actual location," said Whittle, 
taking in the whole room with a sweep of 
his hand.

It's more sterile looking to- 
day with high rises, housing devel- 
opments, franchises and tollways every- 
where you look," said Chuck. 


Chuck has never sold a painting, nor 


has he tried. That's not his intent. He 
calls his .painting a hobby, refers to it as 
something to cover the walls of his 
apartment, something to give to appre- 
ciative friends and relatives. 


"I don't paint unless something really 


attracts me. I can't compete with profes- 
sional artists, but I get a lot of satisfac-

"Painting is not a discipline. I only do 


it when I'm prompted . . . when the 
mood strikes me," he confided. 


"Unconsciously I'm always looking at 


landscapes as I'm driving along a high- 
way . . . on the lookout for subject mat- 
ter I guess," he said. 


HAVING HAD NO formal art training 


Whittle just began recording local land- 
marks about five years ago. His zeal is 
steadily increasing. 


"I feel more ambitious about painting 


than I ever did before. I've developed a 
great deal more confidence. Painting has 
never been so important to me." 
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Orchestras big business today 


Good symphony conductors elusive as lost chord 


by FREDERICK M. WINSHIP 
Symphony orchestras have pro- 


liferated so rapidly in the United 
States in the past decade that qual- 
ified, experienced conductors are 
about as hard to find as the lost 
chord. 


"I'd say better training of con- 


ductors is the No. 1 need in music 
today," said Peter Mennin, presi- 
dent of New York's Juilliard 
School, one of the nation's pre- 
eminent conservatories. 


"It is generally agreed that the 


level of American orchestras sur- 
passes any other level in the world, 
but the major orchestras still are 
conducted by conductors trained 
elsewhere." 


The situation, which tends to get 


brushed under the symphony hall 
carpet, has not been helped by a 
lack of standards when an orches- 
tra board comes to hiring a con- 
ductor. One of the nation's top mu- 
sic directors, Lorln Maazel of the 
Cleveland Orchestra, describes the 
whole system of evolving con- 
ductors as "outrageous" consid- 


ering that symphonies are a big 
business with 20 million customers 
annually. 


The American Symphony Orches- 


t r a League, headquartered in 
Vienna, Va., lists more than 1,000 
orchestras-professional, 
semi-pro- 


f e s s i o n a 1 and nonprofessional. 
There are 28 major orchestras with 
annual budgets of $1 million or 
more, 90 metropolitan orchestras 
with budgets of $100,000 to $1 mil- 
lion, 30 urban orchestras in the 
$50,000 to $100,000 class and hun- 
dreds of community orchestras 
with budgets of less than $50,000. 
Total orchestra expenses in 1973 
were $100 million. 


Metropolitan symphonies have 


mushroomed by 44 orchestras since 
1964. It is the category that is most 
competitively voracious for young, 
glamorous conductors who have 
their long range sights set on direc- 
torship of a major 
orchestra. 


Eighty per cent of metropolitan or- 
chestras hire Americans — a post 
World War II trend - but less than 
half the major orchestras have 
done so. 


"Before World War II, the con- 


ductor — usually a European — 
was the outgrowth of previous mu- 
sic experience," said Maazel, 43, a 
onetime prodigy who made his con- 
ducting debut at 9, found fame in 
Europe, and became the second 
American conductor ever to head 
one of the Big Six American sym- 
phonies (the others are New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, and 
Cincinnati). 


"Someone around an opera house 


was given a chance, or a composer 
gradually would begin to conduct. 
Now people just up and decide at 
14 that they're going to be a con- 
ductor before they can even read a 
score. 


"So they go to music schools and 


are turned out as conductors, al- 
though there is no proper training 
— real experience with profes- 
sional orchestras 
•>- anywhere. 


They win competitions, which gen- 
erally proves only that the winners 
have good nerves. Then they ap- 
prentice themselves to a big or- 
chestra to carry out responsibilities 
they are not equipped for, while 


getting very little chance to con- 
duct. 


"These people — I call them 


pseudo conductors — line up a con- 
stellation of supporters who force 
them down the throats of an unwill- 
ing orchestra and an innocent pub- 
lic. Suddenly they're conductors of 
an orchestra and haven't even 
been through the mill. Very few of 
them could even meet the basic 
standards that should govern hir- 
ing a conductor." 


Maazel's standards, which he 


thinks should be required by an in- 
ternational "symphonic board of 
acceptance," would be first, mas- 
tery of at least one instrument; 
second, composition of at least five 
orchestral works; third, knowledge 
of the standard repertory to the ex- 
tent of identifying compositions by 
glancing at a page or two; fourth, 
ability to write several pages of a 
score, by memory; fifth, demon- 
stration of the ability to' "give life 
to a score" in actual performance. 
Maazel also favors an examination 
for possible hearing impairment 


"Most of the top people in the 


field today could pass this test by 
the age of 19," Maazel said. "Once 
you have this musical background, 
you're ready to be coached by 
someone with experience. I believe 
in conductors holding significant 
coui-ses — true master classes." 


Such coaching opportunities are, 


unfortunately, comparatively,rare. 


More than 100 young conductors 


applied to attend the American" 
S y m p h o n y Orchestra League's 
three-week intensive study course 
at Orkney Springs, Va., last 
sum- 


mer, but only 12 could be accom- 
modated. 


The attraction at Orkney Springs 


for the past decade has been 88- 
year-old music adviser 
Richard 


Lert, conductor of the Pasadena, 
Calif,. Symphony. Lert, pre-Hitler 
conductor of the Berlin State Op- 
era, is the last surviving link to the 
so-called golden age of conductors 
in Berlin and his native Vienna and 
conduit of a great romantic tradi- 
tion. 


A project new this season is the 


Affiliate Artists Inc., career devel- 
opment program for young con- 


ductors underwritten by Exxon 
Corp. Affiliate conductor posts 
were established with the Atlanta, 
National Washington, D.C., Pitts- 
burgh, and San Diego symphonies 
and the St. Paul Chamber Orches- 
tra to help in rehearsing and con- 
ducting student and community 
concerts and at least one full or- 
chestra concert during the regular 
season. 


Mennin has established a major 


conductorial program at Juilliard 
with Sixten Ehrling in charge. One 
of Ehrling's students, James Con- 
Ion, will make his debut with the 
New York Philharmonic next year 
at the age of 23. 


"We have three student-orches- 


tras at Julliard, but we still can 
take only seven or eight conducting 
students after an intensive audi- 
tioning process," Mennin said regr- 
etfully. "You see, you can't put a 
student orchestra in the hands of 
student conductors too often be- 
cause the musicians need a senior 
conductor if they are going to 
learn."

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Ireland's Belleek china 
both beautiful and tough 


Almost as famous as the leprechaun is 


another product of the Okie Sod — Bel- 
leek China, pictured. In 1857 In the Coun- 
ty of Fermanagh on the River Erne, 
close by the quaint village of Belleek, 
natives under the direction of one John 
Caldwell Bioornfield (what kind of Irish 
name is that?) started working with lo- 
cal clays to achieve a beautiful china 
with the consistency of pure cream, 
which came out of the (din with amazing 
qualities.

clay was so pure and pliable, soft 


ttf the touch and so fine that it was pos- 
sible to make spun sugar designs that 
are so magically thin and translucent 
they can be attributed to the leprechauns 
arid Irish fairies. Just as amazing is that 
this native clay retains an Irish pugnac- 
ity. or toughness, that can really take it 
with everyday use. It is not nearly so 
fragile as much heavier earthenware or 
pottery. 


THE GLAZE IS a delicate nacreous 


(pearly) luster, with designs often copied 
from the nearby sea — shells, mermaids 
and fish — or with shamrock decor. Col- 
ors are usually creamy white with green, 
pink or other pastels, 


Marks of the Irish company Include a 


harp with a crown above: a hound, harp 
and tower with the name "Belleek" 
printed below: "Belleek Co.. Ferma- 
nagh" with no other identifying mark. 
China made after 1891 (remember the 
McKinley Act?) has the words "Ireland" 
or "Eire" added. The company contin- 
ued until World War I. then discontinued 
operations for a period and finally re- 
sumed production, which is still carried 
on. 


Belleek-type china was made in Amer- 


ica by a number of firms, such as Ott & 
Brewer of Trenton. N'.J. in 1884. Its mark 
was a crown and sword, a crescent, the 
mark 0. & B. or the firm name in a 
circle. It was succeeded in 1894 by the 
Cook Pottery Co.. whose mark was three 


feathers with the word "Etrurla." Anoth- 
er early American 
manufacturer 
was 


The Willets Manufacturing Co., which 
made small accessory pieces, and used 
two marks, the letter "W" in the form of 
a serpent and the other with the word 
"Belleek" above the serpent. 


THE AMERICAN Art China Works 


was established in 1891 and began mak- 
ing Belleek china in 1892. Their major 
output was blank china for amateurs to 
paint — the original do it yourself artsy- 
craftsy. Ladies attended china painting 
classes with the same diligence they now 
give/to bridge clubs. 


If you note a resemblance of Lenox 


china to Belleek, it Is with good reason; 
the present company is a descendant of 
an old American Belleek firm, The Ce- 
ramic Art Co., begun in 1889. Lenox took 
over in 1906 and is still producing fine 
porcelain tableware, but novelties by this 
company were discontinued about the 
time of World War I. Old marks are an 
artist's palette with "CAC" for Ceramic 
Art Company or with "L" below for Le- 
nox. Others have a script "L" in a laurel 
wreath, with "Lenox" and "Made in 
U.S.A." Belleek-of any type is fairly easy 
to date, as it is well marked.

'Cults of Unreason' fails

to answer who and why 


CULTS OF UNREASON 


by CHRISTOPHER EVANS

_ Some people believe Jesus Christ is 
iljve and well and living on Venus. If, 
for some reason, that kind of thing inter- 
ests you or people nutty enough to be- 
lieve it interests you, Christopher Evans' 
Study is worth reading. 


• In "Cults of Unreason," he attempts to 
show how man tries to plug the gap be- 
tween technological advances and the 
^kle world they have opened up. Tradi- 
tional religions don't answer questions 
about the forces of the universe, space 
4nri time. So new systems of belief — 
religions, if you will — have cropped up 
ui the second half of the 20th century to 
aftet this need. 
• -It's not hard to agree with Evans* 
hypothesis. A look at the large drop in 
Church attendance and the increase in 
people who feel the established church is 
irrelevant backs him up. The current 
traze over Guru Maharaj Ji, the 16-year- 
old Perfect Master who claims to have 
the "perfect plan" to save mankind, is 
proof that old-time religion is just not 
doing the Job- 


• -But Evans' 2S3-page "textbook" de- 
s^ription of these new cults is tedious, 
almost impossible to get through unless 
you happen to be a serious sociology stu- 
dent. 
; Evans, an experimental psychologist, 
devotes the first half of the book to Scien- 
tology, a cult created by science fiction 
writer L. Ron Hubbard in 1950. The cult 
te-based on the belief that man's brain is 
divided into two parts: the analytic, or 
logic center, and the reactive, or uncon- 
scjous mind. Man's problems lie In the 
reactive mind where traumatic experi- 
ences, called engrams, are stored. 


• Scientology offers a cure for those mix- 
«tup human beings whose engrams 
clinjse them problems. In a treatment 
(Jailed "the process," an auditor gets a 
patient talking about his engrams. Once 
ttife patients confronts them, he Is on his 
«4y to a "clear" or perfect state. A 
"clear" is a superior being who suppos- 
edly does not experience any physical 
or-psychological pain. 


(Text, Evans tackles the cults sur- 


rounding belief In UFO's, describing In 
detail the Aetherlus Society. The society

believes that earth is underdeveloped 
compared to the civilizations that exist 
on Venus and Mars. If it weren't for 
friendly Martians, years ago a group of 
highly intelligent fish would have de- 
stroyed all us earthlings. The society 
also believes that Jesus, as well as Bud- 
dha, is Living on Venus. 


The author spends two chapters on cra- 


zy-gadgets — many of them glorified lie 
detectors — that cults use in their rit- 
uals. Then he talks about some of the 
religions, yoga and all, that have drifted 
over from the mystic Far East. 


Evans said he hopes he has made the 


point that cults — no matter how lu- 
dicrous — have filled a "vacuum which 
man has created by his own diligence 
and scientific curiosity." 


He made the point. But he fails to give 


it any credibility because he does not tell 
who belongs to these religions and why. 
Who are the rank and file members of 
the cults? Are they middleclass,' other- 
wise sane Americans or are the weirdos 
who have simply freaked out over mod- 
ern times? 


Evans never answers these questions. 


If he had, the book would have been a lot 
more interesting.

"Hard Labor" (Dunhill records), is their 
finest. Despite being an album of 
changes, it shows the band at its most 
competent, most mature level. 


Probably the most important change is 


the replacing of producer Richard'Podo- 
lor (with them since the third album) 
with Jimmy lenner, The choice of len- 
ner, who has produced the Raspberries 
and Lighthouse; for this llth album was 
a good one. The other change is the addi- 
tion of an eighth band member, Skip 
Konte, to play Arp synthesizer and addi- 
tional keyboards, Konte wrote the hit 
"Ride, Captain, Ride" a while back. 


Singer Danny Hutton (he's one of three 


lead singers) has called this album the 
band's first concept album. "We feel 
there's more in the mix of a 'serious' 
look at life. It's a lot more adult than 
anything we've done to date1," Hutton 
said. The concept is not rigid, however, 
and the common theme seems to be love 
and its pitfalls. 


There are two almost perfect songs in 


the album. The first opens the second 
side and is Skip Prokop's "I'd Be So 
Happy." From its soft opening with 
mainly strings and piano to the chorus 
where everything opens up, the song is a 
gem. There is a good bass line, too, that 
helps the song become one that will 
haunt you for hours afterwards. 


THE OTHER GREAT song is "The 


Show Must Go On" by Britishers Leo Sa- 
yer and Dave Courtney (who were re- 
sponsible for most of the songs on the 
Roger Daltrey solo album). Throughout 
the song, the fun atmosphere of a circus 
is evident — helped along by circus 
sounds, a banjo and .crowd noises. The 
lead vocal is rough, but the harmonies 
are super smooth. 


In addition to ending the album, "The 


Show Must Go On" helps tie the album 
together as parts of it are used between 
songs and as an opening prelude. 


A sure bet for a good single is "Sure 


As I'm Sitting Here," a song written by 
John Hiatt (he's recently had his own 
debut album out on Columbia records). 
The beat and vocals are good. One of the 
"serious" songs, "Anytime Babe," is al- 
so nice. 


For changes of pace, the band does Al- 


len Toussaint's "Play Something Sweet" 
and Jimmy Cliff's "Sitting In Limbo," 
which is from the Jamaican movie, "The 
Harder They Come." The album cover is 
a change of pace too as it depicts the 
"birth" of a record in a hospital delivery 
room.

Tear tissue paper of different colors into pieces about 
one-half inch square. With one finger, rub glue on the 
egg, Stick on a piece of tissue.

BRUGES. Belgium - In a small, 


whitewashed 16th Century cottage Mrs. 
Maria van de Ram, a plump, brown-eyed 
grandmother, spends the last hours each 
day making lace to supplement her in- 
come. 


At 72. she is one of a dying breed of 


Belgian lace-makers. 


"Of course, some young girls learn it 


today, but then when they are old enough 
to work or get married they drop it and 
don't usually have the time to take it up 
again," she said, folding her arms across 
an aproned stomach. 


"Financially it's no longer worth the 


effort. You can't a.sk -even 10 francs (25 
cents) an hour for a piece of lace that

Little strokes 
Cancer bandage 


An often unsuspected cause of mental 


and physical incapacity is a series of 
"little strokes." 


A stroke occurs when the blood supply 


to a part of the brain is reduced or cut 
off. This can be caused by a blood clot or 
by hemorrhage — bleeding from a brain 
artery that has a blowout. When the 
nerve cells of a part of the brain don't 
get blood, the part of the body controlled 
by these nerve cells cannot function 
properly.

son is in the 30s or 40s, striking silently 
at night or passing almost unnoticed as a 
sudden dizzy spell, a momentary black- 
out or just a few momenta of confusion.

"Soon no one will know how to make 


lace. But it is so beautiful. Someone 
should do something about it." 


LOCAL TOURIST officer Dennis Ro- 


giers said lace-making by Belgians has 
become "a creative pastime for the 
young or the very old. It's no longer an 
industry. Already many shops now sell 
manufactured lace imported from China, 
Japan or northern France at half the 
price of the local handmade product. 
They buy it by the meter (yard), often 
with woven flaws to give the appearance 
of handmade lace, cut it into hand- 
erchiefs, tablecloths, whatever." 


Lace has its origins in ancient times. 


The Louvre Museum in Paris exhibits 
linen with network and pearls found in 
the graves of Pharaohs. But it did not 
make its debut in Europe until the 1400s. 
Bruges is one of half a dozen traditional 
lace-making centers in Belgium dating 
from then. 


There are two kinds of lace-needle- 


work, derived from white openwork em- 
broidery, and bobbin lace, more tradi- 
tional in Belgium. For the latter, cotton 
is wound around any number of palm 
bobbins, from as few as six to as many 
as 1,000 depending on the intricacy of 
the design and its size, and dexterously 
plaited into knots around closely-spaced 
pins on a template. 


BELGIUM'S MOST famous piece of 


lace is an enormous bedspread presented 
by the people of Brabant to the Archduke 


Albert and Archduchess Isabella on their 
marriage in 1599. It is now displayed in 
the Brussels Museum of Art and History. 
It depicts numerous biblical and folklore 
scenes and figures and heraldic em- 
blems. 
. Today, not only is there a lack of lace- 
makers, but cotton itself is increasingly 
difficult to obtain, according to Hogiers. 
He said .the best flax used to come from 
Egypt, but less and less is being grown 
national markets and the Egyptians 
plant foodstuffs on traditional cotton- 
growing land. 


But Rogiers said efforts are being 


made to keep the craft alive. He said 
that in Bruges alone there were still 
three schools, including the century-old 
School of the Sisters 'Of Apostolines. 


"From 1680 it was run by nuns making 


lace for the convent's own use," he said. 
"But in 1970, when it could no longer ex- 
ist financially, it was taken over the 
Lace Center, a private group of people 
interested iin promoting the craft. 


"CHILDREN GO there after their nor- 


mal lessons, and there are also classes 
for housewives and anyone else inter- 
ested in lace as a hobby. They are taught 
by the more gifted teenage pupils." 


The state contributes financially to 


keep the school going, in. an effort to 
keep the profession alive. 


"After all," Rogiers said, "lace-mak- 


ing is part of our past here in Bruges. 
And just as one grows up speaking more 
than one language, so our people should 
know the locaKcraft. We mustn't let it 
die."

Nostalgia time in book on baseball cards 


There's something so very special 


about this time of the year. 


The fragrant breezes of an early April 


day carry in hope as if on a magic car- 
pet. 


That carpet often runs afoul of the ele- 


ments, particularly here in the Midwest, 
but there still is a forward look of youth 
and aspiration in April that, for baseball, 
will end in October. 


Once April was the domain of baseball 


in American professional sport, Baseball 
must now share this mercurial month 
with hockey, basketball, golf, tennis and 
track, but one thing never changes. 


For kids across the country, this very 


special time of year brings that first set 
of baseball trading cards to the stores, 
and for many, as it was for me, this Is 
more exciting than watching Richie Al- 
len or Billy Williams stroke one out of 
the park. 


Who could forget baseball cards — 


those harbingers of spring, reminders 
that school was almost over, seeds of re- 
newal in the life of so many American 
children? 


Don't you remember how you would 


trade them, flip them, hoard them, In- 
vent games for them; a whole world ris- 
ing like a genie from a lamp, which as 
often as not was only a shoe-box? 


Remember the precision of statistics? 


And those beautiful nicknames: Bow 
Wow Arft. Goober Zuber. Blab Schwartz, 
Bananas Benas. Morse Belly Sergeant, 
Twinkletoes Selkirk ...? 


I remember those very special cards: 


Ted Williams in the cockpit of a fighter, 
Stan Musial giving a Little Leaguer ad- 
vice. Lou Gehrig saying farewell in Yan- 
kee Stadium. Why did 1 ever throw those 
cards away? 


Remember Vinegar Bend Mizell. Sal 


"The Barber" Maglie. Dusty Rhodes, 
Ray Jablonski. Rip Repulski...? 


There's a book available now that 


brings to life that wonderful baseball 
world of the fifties. Using baseball cards 
as a springboard, the authors — Brendan 
C. Boyd and Fred Harris — recreate the 
sport they grew up loving in "The Great 
American Baseball Card Flipping and 
Bubble Gum Book." 


There is a true sense here of the prodi- 


giousness of where baseball cards stood 
in the lives of kids in the 1950s, and of 
the monumental effort to chew the gum 
that came in those treasured little pack- 
ets. 


As the book points out, this whole busi- 


ness of bubble gum and sports cards is 
big business. In 1972, for example, Topps 


Chewing Gum, Inc. sold over one and a 
half billion pieces of Bazooka bubble 
gum; manufactured over 500 million 
sports and other collector cards; and had 
revenues of $33.8 million, 'gross profit on 
sales of $12.9 million, and net income be- 
fore taxes of $2.5 million. 


Topps sold 20 million packages of base- 


ball cards in 1972 and almost 200 tons of 
bubble gum. Baseball cards accounted 
for 60 per cent of the sports volume. 
Baseball cards sell 2Vz to 1 over football 
cards, with basketball and hockey cards 
just about even. 


An interview in the book with Seymour 


Berger, head of Topps Sports Depart- 
ment, reveals what travail he went 
through in the early days of his business, 
when writing what we later read on the 
back of those cards. 


"I used to write all the copy myself," 


said Berger. "Jesus, it was murder. You 
don't know the agony of trying to think 
up something nice to say about some guy 
who hit .178 last year and made 25 er- 
rors. What can you say — 'This guy 
stinks'." 


Topps uses an elaborate scouting sys- 


tem to pick the players it uses for the 
cards, 


"In the beginning," said Berger, "we 


intended to sign up every minor leaguer 
no matter how lousy he was. That wasn't 
too workable though, so we had to be- 
come more selective."

The process of designing and produc- 


ing the cards starts right after the World 
Series. The sports department at Topps 
goes over the prospective rosters of each 
team for the following season, trying to 
decide which men. are going to make it, 
what rookies will make the jump, what 
veterans will be sent out-or released. 


"We're sort of combination general 


managers and fortune tellers," said Ber- 
ger. "We have to guess what an organi- 
zation has in mind. Sometimes I feel like 
a big league, scout myself. And to tell 
you the truth, I think we usually do a 
better job." 


After Topps selects the players they 


will use for the cards, they then have to 
settle on a format. They like to change 
the cards as much as possible from year 
to year because, as Berger pointed out, 
"we arc basically in the children's enter- 
tainment business," 


Most of the pictures of the players 


have been taken the previous year — at 
spring training or some time during the 
season. They have dozens of pictures of 
each major league player and are very 
fussy about the ones they use. 


"We don't have any real problems with 


anyone," said Berger. "We pay a guy 
$250 when he makes a major league ros- 
ter. And $250 a year each year he stays 
up. Plus we have a royalty agreement 
worked out on a percentage basis that 
guarantees the players a certain cut of 
our profit. 


"This year each guy will end up with/ 


about $400," he continued. "Plus we pay 
him even if he gets sent down during 
the year, provided we use his picture, of 
course, or he has been with the club the 
first 30 days of the season. 


"And each player gets the same 


amount of money. Or, if he wants it, he 


can pick out a special premium from this 
catalogue of merchandise we .have made 
up. Richie Allen took a. new refrigerator 
one year. You know one -of those .deals 
that crushes ice and shines your shoes. 
Some of the guys let their royalties ac- 
cumulate. Al Kaline just bought his kid a 
new car." 


The actual making of the baseball 


cards is a complicated process with the 
specialized 
printing and photography. 


They do it by the lithography method —, 
after the cards have been pasted up in 
the art department. 


They are. then put on square cardboard 


sheets — 132 cards to each sheet — col- 
lated and sorted by a special machine. 


"The two hardest things we have to deal 


with in producing baseball cards," said 
Berger, "are getting the. color photo- 
graphy just right and making sure the 
cards are mixed and sorted properly. A 
lot of kids complain that they keep get- 
ting the same cards over and over. We 
print up the same number of cards for 
each player — stars and 
unknown 


rookies alike. And we distribute them 
evenly throughout the country, but be- 
cause we print the cards in series — six 
series, six weeks apart — we sometimes 
run into backups at the distribution 
points." 


Although this book examines in detail 


the Topps operation, the fascinating part 
is the way the authors present picture

' cards from the past and then make their 
own comments. Here are some efam- 
ples: 


"Herbie Plews is perhaps my favorite 


all-time second-rate ballplayer," the au- 
thor writes, "just nosing out Chi Chi

Skizas. There was something almost he- 
roic about the stupefying mediocrity of 
his play,'the polished and studied indif- 
ference of his skills, which, could, on oc- 
casion, move us almost to the brink of 
religious ebullience. Suffice, it to say that 
if Richard Nixon could play baseball he'd 
play like Herbie Plews." 


"Gus Niarhos is the guy I think of 


when I get to reminiscing about terrible 
catchers.

to say? 


"I think Fremd or Horsey will win it," 


said Arlington coach Bruce SamoOre. "I 
think Fremd has everybody ready now. 
And Schaumburg definitely will be one of 
the contenders." 


Samoore's squad is in the same posi- 


tion as a number of other MSL teams. 
They have talent, but not in the same 
quantities as the three favbrites. 


"As far as winning is concerned," Sa- 


moore said, "I can't see us doing it.

Jackson has been hampered by a slight 


muscle injury so Schaumburg coach 
Dennis Garber will limit the senior's ac- 
tivity. Jackson has run the two mile in 


9:27.8 this season and he turned in a 
4:29.9 mile last week at the Oak Park 
Relays. 


"Martin will enter the long jump and 


both the hurdles," said Garber. "Of 
course the high hurdles is his specialty." 


Martin has exceeded 40 feet in the 


triple jump but he'll have to take a pass 
in that event. 


The third Schaumburg trackman with 


a victory in sight is Bruce Mahlig. The 
pole vaulting Saxon has cleared 14 feet 
this season. 


Mahlig's main competition will come 


from a pair of Conant vaulters — Scott 
Clark and Doug Paape — and two 
Fremd. athletes — Mike Vasquez and 
Grant McNerney. 


There promises to be several other in- 


dividual matchups worthy of note. John 
Lortz of Wheeling, with a top indoor high 
jump of 6-3, will tangle with Palatine's 


Mike Murphy, who has reached 6-2 this 
season. Martin and DiLenge will face off 
in the long jump and DiLenge will take 
on several comers in the triple jump. 


But one event will probably go uncon- 


tested. Rolling Meadows' John Sloan is 
the top shot putter in the area and one of 
the best in Illinois. Sloan's farthest effort 
is 59% and if he loses tonight it,will be 
quite a surprise. 


A bevy of shotputters will be vying for 


second, including Steve Kaminski of Co- 
nant, Craig Brinkman of Forest View, 
John Groenhof of Elk Grove, and Dave 
Wodek and Ken Jaffke of Schaumburg.

Would you be tempted to try the

Considering 
the notoriety of these 


sports figures, it's surprising to learn 
thut the answer from a cross section of 
the American public is an emphatic no. 


That answer comes from a recent mar- 


keting research report by Alan R. Nelson 
Research Inc , of New York, proving 
once again that old Abe was right: You 
can't fool all of the people all of the time. 


After tabulating a 19-page question- 


naire citing 260 personalities that was 
cu dilated among 2,500 men, Nelson 
found that there was a suprising gap be- 
tween a spoils personality's recognition 
factor and the amount of public trust he 
had earned. Trustworthiness, according 
to the report, has nothing to do with tal- 


ent, 
or lack of it. 


Cosell, for example, ranked sixth in 


recognition but 131st in public trust, 
something which has not escaped the at- 
tention of the ad agency that handles 
Fruit of the Loom "Keep this under 
your tutu," agency spokesman Ira Laus- 
man cautioned, "but we're not going to 
use him next year." 


Fruit of the Loom may be sinking 


slowly in the east, but Jockey shorts are 
rallying, thanks in part of Yogi Berra's 
recent endorsement. Berra (along with 
three other baseball greats — Stan Mnsi- 
al, Mlekcv Mantle and Sandy Koufax) 
ranks in the top five in public trust, 


I called the Levme, Huntley and Smith 


ad agency, expecting to hear wild cele- 
brations over phone. Instead, Larry 
Plapler, co-designer of Yogi's Jockey 
commercial, had reservations about the 
Nelson report on athletic credibility.

cause there is another Bill Russell in 
baseball) scored highest for his delight- 
ful long-distance commercial. Wesley, 
who was reached at a pay phone at Los 
Angeles International airport, described 


the test reaction to Russell 


"We chose men and women who were 


both businessmen and casual users of 
long distance There was really no differ- 
ence between the two groups in the over- 
all response, but the men got more ex- 
cited at the end when he made the bas- 


ket, 
and the women responded to his per- 


sonality at the beginning and to his laugh 
and gesture of enthusiasm at the end. It 
was one of the more arousing com- 
mercials we tested in nine years of test- 
ing " 


The Nelson Report, though it has its 


failings, remains ultimately comforting. 
Consider, for example, that Howard Co- 
sell, a Democrat, is gearing up to run for 
Conservative Sen James Buckley's New 
York seat in 1975. And Cosell, according 
to the Nelson report, lanks 186th in re- 
spect for talent, 176 in hkeabihty; and

ACROSS FROM GO I f

Surely, Clarence Dai-row and Robert 


Frost, Lf alive today, would be pleased by 
the revived interest in their lives and 
work — especially coming as it does on 
the heels of spring training. 


For both Darrow, the powerful defense 


lawyer, and Frost, the powerful poet, 
were proof personified that you can take 
the boy out of the sandlots, but you can't 
take the sandlots out of the boy. 


"Nothing flatters me more than to 


have it assumed that I could write prose 
— unless it be to have it assumed that I 
once pitched baseball with distinction," 
wrote Frost, at age 63. 


"I have snatched my share of. joys 


from the grudging hand of Fate as I 
have jogged along, but never has life 
held for me anything quite so entrancing 
as baseball," wrote Darrow, in his auto- 
biography, published when he was 74. 


There has been a celebration, in news- 


paper and magazine articles and on tele- 
vision shows, of the 100th anniversary of 
Robert Frost's birthday, March 29 This 
might almost be expected, since Frost 
was one of America's finest poets. More 
unusual is the Darrow revival. On Broad- 
way now, Henry Fonda is playing the 
iconoclastic criminal lawyer in a one- 
man play. Darrow died m 1938. For him 
to be honored today says as much about 
Darrow as it does about our times. 


Looking back, Darrow's humanity, 


honesty and pleas for justice in unpopu- 
lar causes are reassuring today, when 
sliminess seems the order among our 
"leaders." 


What does this have to do with base- 


ball7 In his plea to save the lives of Loeb 
and Leopold, the boys who committed 
the "Crime of the Century," as it was 
called in those hysterical days in 1924, 
Darrow said: "I know that every in- 
fluence, conscious and unconscious, acts 
and reacts on every living organism . . . 
I know that life is a series of infinite 
chances, which sometimes result one 
way and sometimes another . . . Before I

would tie a noose around the neck of a 
boy, I would try to call back into my 
mind the emotions of youth. I would try 
to remember what the world looked like 
to me when I was a child ..." 


Loeb and Leopold, intellectual teen- 


agers 
who murdered young Bobby 


Franks to see if they could get away with 
it, were influenced by their dark inter- 
pretations of Nietsche. Darrow, however, 
could recall his own boyhood which was 
so influenced by the brightness of base- 
ball, "the perfect pleasure," as he called 
it. 


Later, he spent one year at Allegheny 


College. "And I came back a better 
ballplayer for my higher education," he 
said. "I don't know just when I gave up 
the game, but I think that it forsook me 
when I was no longer valuable to my 
side." He eventually became a lawyer by 
one of those "infinite chances," or, as 
Frost wrote in his poem, "The Road Not 
Taken": 
"I shall be telling this with a sigh 
Somewhere ages and ages hence: 
Two roads diverged in a wood, and I — 
I took the one less travelled by, 
And that 'has made all the difference." 


In its most healthy sense, sports may 


give one the courage to be an individual. 
One's best batting stance, for instance, 


must be arrived at naturally. It has to 
feel right. (Which doesn't mean therefore 
one must always go right. John Dillinger 
was also a fine ballplayer in his pressur- 
es from society. Frost suffered great 
criticism because of his unusual style of 
writing poetry, as though the earthy 


people he wrote about were speaking in 
verse. 


All sports interested Frost. He wrote, 


"Your heart is fully in it. You excel at 
tennis, vaulting, tumbling, racing, or any 
kind of ball game because you have the 
art to put all you've got into it. You're 
completely alert. You're hotly com- 
petitive and yet a good sport. You're 
having fun, skillfully taking risks, in- 
creasing the hazards . . . Success is mea- 
sured by surpassing performance, in- 
cluding the surpassing of your former 
self." 


He related this to poetry. "The nearest 


thing in college to the arts is not the 
classroom," he wrote. "The nearest 
thing to the arts is the gymnasium and 
the athletic field." 


He also said, "Some baseball is the 


fate of us all ... And I never feel more 
at home in America than at a ball game, 
be it in a park or a sandlot."

Outward appearance falls and the 
meaning of Lent for Christians is rather 
clear. The inward, spiritual journey be- 
gins on Ash Wednesday, not with new 
eye shadow or the reduction of facial 
wrinkles, but the strengthening of the in- 
ncr life, the recovery of soul. 


Lent is by Christians, for Christians. 


Fellow travelers and backsliders are 
welcome. Readers of the sports page and 
stock quotations page and stock quota- 
tions may cruise these columns, but the 
intent and purpose is to face the spiritual 
emptiness of our time and discover some 
new sources of meaning and purpose of 
lite In eight articles we lean most heavi- 
ly on the coaches and placers of the past. 
Without its history, memory and in- 
spiration of other days, the Church is 
sunk. But with them, insight sparkles, vi- 
bion is reclaimed and new purposes de- 
velop The Christian pilgrimage is noth- 
ing but an etern'al shared experience.

Shrubs, trees 
wage battle 
against noise 


Noise Is an invasion of privacy. Our 


parks, schools and backyards should be 
secluded as much as possible from the 
sound and sight of high speed traffic. 


A screen of shrubs and trees along 


noise sources can reduce sound levels. 
Tall trees are the best barricade from 
noisy traffic, but where their use is re- 
stricted, combinations of shorter shrubs 
and tall grass can serve as protection. 


For year around noise screening ever- 


greens or deciduous varieties which keep 
their leaves during winter are best. The 
evergreens are attractive as well as 
functional in offering privacy and pre- 
vent soil erosion and sedimentation. 


Certainly shortages and the increasing 


cost of lawn care products dictates some 
change In "gardening life style" around 
the home. Fortunately, for lawns in blue- 
grass country, Fylking Kentucky blue- 
grass adapts to spartan ways without 
sacrificing the elegance for which it is so 
well known.

one knows the exact toll in lives because 
sudden death in the garden may be at- 
tributed to heart attack without further 
medical investigation. 


The first danger sign that a sting may 


cause an allergic reaction maybe short- 
ness of breath, palpitations of the heart, 
painful movement or rapid swelling and 
Inflammation of the affected area. A per- 
son with any unusual or fast reaction 
should summon help qr rush to a doctor 
or a hospital for emergency treatment. If 
he is-aware of his allergy, he should ask 
his doctor for medication to carry with 
him in the out-of-doors. 


What should you do after an onslaught 


from'the insect world? 


In the case of attack by a bee .or wasp, 


look immediately for the stinger that 
may have been left imbedded in the skin. 
Although the insect may have flitted off, 
the stinger that remains is still pumping 
venom into the system. 


Do not try to pull out the stinger of a 


bee, wasp, hornet, yellow jacket or ant 
because it is really a sac containing ven- 
om, and the more pressure you put on it, 
the more venom goes into your body. 
Eese it out with cellophane tape or 
scrape it out with your fingernail, a 
needle or some other sharp instrument 
and then was the spot thoroughly to 
avert possible infection, Apply ice or a 
cold compress if possible. 


A biting insect such as a mosquito or 


tick will leave no venom, but its saliva 
will enter the tissue while it is ingesting 


Don't overplant 


in herb garden 


If you plan to grow herbs this summer, 


don't overdo it. Many amateur gardeners 
plant more herbs than they can use, says 
James A. Fizzell, University of Illinois 
Horticulturist. It's best to plant short 
rows of many different varieties than 
long rows of Just a few, 


A good combination might include an- 


ise, purple and green basil, caraway, co- 
riander, dill, fennel and both plain and 
curly parsley. 


Other herbs are available, Fizzell says. 


Most companies include planting instruc- 
tions on the seed package. 


Beginning herb gardeners will usually 


have the most success with annual herbs, 
Fizzell says. Sage, mint, tarragon, and 
horehound are perennial herbs you may 
want to start for a perennial bed. 


Plant herbs in May or indoors now in 


finely worked, well-drained soil. Place 
the seeds about a quarter inch deep and 
cover with sand and peat moss if your 
soils tend to crust.

your blood. If a tick has a firm grip on 
your arm .or leg, apply a drop'of mineral 
oil, gasoline or kerosene to it, and it will: 
relax. Then remove it with tweezers and 
wash the area thoroughly."" 


Don't try to pull a tick out with your 


fingers. If you do, you are likely to leave 
its jaw imbedded in your skin as a poten- 
tial source of infection. 


Bites of flies and mosquitoes should, be 


cleaned thoroughly and daubed with 
calamine location or a mixture of baking 
soda and cold cream to relieve pain and 
itching. 


A solution of one-quarter teaspoon of 


meat tenderizer and one tablespoon of 
water rubbed into an insect bite often 
brings relief. 


Also recommended by a wider variety 


of experts are sunburn relief products 
and other drugstore items' containing 
mild local anesthetics. 


Combined safety experts admonish 


that the best cure is the proverbial ounce 
of prevention. Here are some of the 
things recommended to prevent or min- 
imize the annoyances of garden pests: 


• Don't go barefoot-outdoors. The feet 


and lower legs are prime targets of in- 
sects that lurk in grass. 


•. Don't wear hair spray, perfume or 


bring colors in the garden. Refrain from 
eating sweet fruit, such as watermelon 
or ice cream and candy outdoors because 
insects savor them almost as much as 
you do. 


• When insects start buzzing around 


you, don't flail your ar.ms and swat at 
them. Try to remain calm and you will 
be less likely to attract their attention. If 
you see a bee coming in for the kill, how- 
ever, cover your eyes to protect them 
from being stung. 


• Don't try to combine sunbathing and 


gardening, particularly while mowing. 
Gardeners manning mowers are among 
the more popular targets of insects. 
Therefore, try to expose as little skin as 
possible; wear long sleeves, a hat, gar- 
dening gloves and shoes. 


• Carry an aerosol insecticide spray in 


your pocket or garden cart.

tions or foams. Other insecticides are ef- 
fective when applied to clothing.

And then before you spray, 
daub, smear or otherwise use insect anti- 
dotes and repellents, read the label care- 
fully—every word!

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A vegetable garden in a small area 


with a tree or two Is impossible if you 
believe what gardeners have been told 
since the first garden book was written; 
namely: "Locate the vegetable garden 
where it will get full sun." 


Gardeners have grown many kinds of 


vegetables in partial shade, but there are 
sites that have only two to three hours of 
shade per day with climates that have 
clear sunny skies as opposed to overcast 
growing days, Low solar energy plus 
partial shading will delay warm weather 
crops. 


If the site is less than perfect, choose 


vegetables that are adapted to the condi- 
tions you have. In the shadier portion put 
cool season, leafy vegetables such as 
kale and chard or root vegetables such 
as carrots, beets and onions. 


Gardeners in mild winter climates that 


plan a fall garden have another shade 
problem. The winter sun is low in the sky 
and a building or a tree on the south side 
of a garden will cast long shadows. An 
area that is in full sun in July may be In 
full shade in November. 


A continuous supply of fresh vege- 


tables, not too much, not too little, is no 
easy task. Limited space is a difficult 
problem. 


Consider the city fellow, caught up in 


the enthusiasm of spring. He has pre- 
pared a piece of ground 20x30 feet. He 
pictures row upon row of beautiful 
plants. Those 30 foot rows look short 
when he thinks about his family's needs, 
but when 30 heads of lettuce come into 
the kitchen in a ten day period, the row 
will seem long. 


One answer to the feast or famine 


problem with vegetables that have a 
short harvest period is successive plant- 
ing of small quantities. The second plant- 
ing must go in before the first is har- 


vested. In the case of lettuce, the first 
planting might be March, the second, 
April and the third, May. 


Finding a place for the second and 


third plantings is often difficult. Inter- 
planting is one answer and means — 
planting fast maturing crops in between 
slow ones. Lettuce in the shade of snap 
beans, onions everywhere, or have trans- 
plants ready in pots for after a crop is 
harvested. 


Plants have tops and need head room, 


so distances between rows must be con- 
sidered as well as space between plants. 
From 12 to 18 inches is good for most 
vegetables, but can be reduced in small 
raised beds where there is no need to 
walk. Weeding and harvesting will be 
easier and there will be better air circu- 
lation, which helps to prevent foliage dis- 
eases. 


The accompanying diagram from the 


book All About Vegetables published by 
Chevron Chemical Co., Ortho Division, 
Home and Garden, 1973, shows a no-non- 
sense garden planned for a succession of 
plantings in a.25x30 foot space. If you 
haven't that large a spot, choose vege- 
tables that give the highest return per 
square foot of space. Carrots, beets, leaf 
lettuce, green onions, radishes and mus- 
tard can be set close together. Contain- 
ers can be used to supplement space and 
cucumbers and other sprawling vine-type 
plants can be grown on a vertical trellis.

Now is a good time to add flowering 


shrubs to your landscape, and there's a 
myriad variety to choose from in colors, 
flowers, textures, form and foliage. Plan 
them as a hedge, windbreak, screen or 
a changing focal point in your lawn or 
garden. 


Choose the location and the effect you 


want, then check the conditions — sunny 
or shade, hot or cool, soil well-drained or 
dry, sandy, loamy or clay. Then let your 
nursery garden center or mail-order nur- 
seryman help you select- the specific 
shrubs that will best serve your purposes 
and conditions. 


Once those selections have been made, 


these planting suggestions will help 
make your placement of the plants 
simple and successful. 


If you have decided on bare root plants 


instead of container-grown, soak them in 


water shortly before planting. Clip away 
any dead or broken branches, flowers or 
roots. 


The hole for planting should be large 


enough to allow the roots plenty of room 
to spread out naturally, deep enough to 
allow the shrub to set about an inch be- 
low its previous soil line. With balled or 
container-grownshrubs, the hole should 
be about 50-per cent wider and just 
slightly deeper than the ball. 


Mix the removed soil with peat moss 


or other organic material. (This is par- 
ticularly important if your soil is clay or 
sandy.) Sprinkle the bottom of the hole 
with the same material. 


Place the plant in the center of the 


hold, making sure it is straight and held 
at the proper depth while you backfill the 
hole with the soil mixture, packing firm- 
ly around the roots as you go. If the 
shrub is balled, cut the string around the 


burlap and let the burlap fall away from 
the top of the ball. Pack the soil around 
the ball. The burlap will rot away later. 


The final planting step is to water thor- 


oughly, making, sure the roots become 
soaked. Later, flowering shrubs will re- 
quire a thorough soaking every week to 
ten days if there has not been a good 
rainfall during that period. 


A mulch of organic materials such as 


leaves, compost, straw or hay, grass 
clippings, sawdust or woodchips will help 
keep moisture in the soil, reduce weeds 
and add nutrients for healthy growth. 
Spread the mulch about two to three 
inches deep around the base of the shrub 
extending beyond the perimeter of the 
lower branches.

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When planting trees 
Extra care goes a long WSLJ 


Although trees may be planted at al- 


most any time of year, many home- 
owners prefer to wait until spring when 
they can combine tree-planting with oth- 
er outdoor projects. 


There are several advantages to spring 


planting. First, rainfall, greatly contrib- 
uting to root growth, Is more abundant 
in spring than in fall. Also, in the more 
northerly regions, where soil freezes ear- 
ly and deep, spring planting is perhaps 
the safest 


Some trees wtih fleshy root systems, 


such as dogwood, magnolia, yellowwood 
and tulip, are more successfully planted 
in the spring season than in the fall. 
Among other trees that also are planted 
more successfully in the spring are 
American hornbeam, fringetree, beech, 
glodenrain tree, sweetgum, flowering, 
crab and buckeye. 


Trees are commonly available bare- 


root, in containers, or balled and bur- 
lapped 


Container-grown trees look like potted 


plants in metal or plastic cans or wooden 
baskets As a result, they may be active- 
ly growing rather than dormant. 


One of the advantages of trees in con- 


tainers is that their roots are not In dan- 
ger of drying out so. if planting has to be 
delayed, they can remain safely in their 
containers for an Indefinite period How- 
ever, the trees will be small in size. 


Balled and burlapped trees are dug 


from the nursery with a ball of soil 
around their roots and this ball is tightly 
wrapped in burlap To the inexperienced 
gardener a small ball of soil seems sur- 
prisingly heavy — a cubic foot of soil 
neighs about 110 pounds. Moving balled 
trees should be undertaken with this in 
mind 


When examining a ball and burlapped 


tree check the ball of soil If it is loose 
and soft instead of tightly packed and 
hard, some of the tree's roots probably 
are broken and others are loose m the 
soil The air pockets formed around roots 
when they lose close contact with the soil 
make them dry out easily, and any tree 
with dned-oiit roots is likely to die. It 
might be well for you to ask to see anoth- 
er specimen or check the length of time 
the tree has been dug. 


When planting, pick a relatively young 


tree, not over six to eight feet tall. A 
young tree is more likely to survive the 
shock of transplanting than an older 
one. You will have better luck with trees 
like maples and lindens which have shal- 
low root systems; they are much easier 
to transplant than deep-rooted trees such 
as oaks and nut trees. 


The ideal is to plant the tree in the 


largest possible volume of uniformly well 
aerated, moderately rich moist, but well- 
drained 
soil. 
Such 
soil 
encourages 


prompt, wide-spreading new root growth. 
Proper drainage will ensure that the 
roots obtain oxygen, since they will not 


grow in a stagnant, waterlogged soil into, 
which air cannot enter freely. 


Peat moss produces an almost unbelie- 


vably favorable effect on root growth. 
For deciduous trees a mixture of one- 
fourth to one-half peat moss with all 
chunks broken up should be used. 


Dig the hole twice as wide and one and 


one-half times as deep as the root ball. 
Work peat moss into the bottom 
six 


inches of the hole and tamp well. Then 
add one part peat moss mixed with two 
parts soil to make the hole as deep as 
the ball. Carefully place the tree in the 
hole, and fill the hole three-quarters full. 
Firm the soil, and water in thoroughly. 
When the water drains, finish filling the 
hole 


Remember, you will never again have 


the opportunity to do such a thorough job 
of improving and renovating the soil 
about a tree as you have when you are 
planting it Take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity1 


At this stage it is far better to add no 


fertilizer at all than to use the wrong 
kind Remember, young trees are very 
sensitive to injury from fertilizers For 
fast, vigorous growth, you can use a ju- 
dicious amount of manure or a chemical 
tree fertilizer that has 50 per cent or 
more of its nitrogen in slow-release form. 


To complete the actual planting oper- 


ation, level off the surface over the ball 
and make a water-holding saucer at the 
outer edge of the ball. This forms a basin 
over the root ball so that the surface can 
be flooded to assure penetration of water 
throughout the growing season Keeping 
a newly planted tree well watered in its 
first month or two is very important. 


A mulch or blanket of additional mate- 


rial over the surface after transplanting 
serves more than one purpose You may 
use peat moss, wood chips or bark This 
conserves moisture both by preventing 
surface evaporation and by discouraging 
weed growth It also provides a moist- 
well-aerated medium favoiable to the 
speedy production of thousands of root 
ends most active in absorbing water and

food materials. 


At this point the job may look finished, 


but it is not quite. Three-additional steps 
are necessary — pruning, wrapping and 
staking. 


Many top grade nurseries will do this 


for you at time of purchase. An initial 
pruning is necessary to get the tree off to 
a proper start. Any tree that is moved 
has lost part of Its root system. «To count- 
eract this loss, cut away at least one- 
third of the tree's top growth. A normal 
undisturbed tree maintains a balance be- 
tween its top and root system- It does not 
have more roots than are necessary to 
supply food and water to its leaves and 
ordinarily produces no more leaves than 
can be supplied by the root system. If 
the roots provide inadequate, the tree 
will die back from the top. 


Almost any deciduous tree worthy of 


being transplanted has many branches 
which can be removed either wholly or 
in part without affecting its siz» or 
shape. Interfering branches can be cut 
with benefit to the tree; closely spaced 
limbs may be thinned; one of two 
branches in the process of forming a 
weak V-shaped fork may be shortened or 
removed entirely. 


A second essential task is the wrapping 


of the young tree's trunk to conserve 
moisture and protect the bark, both from 
strong sun and wind as well as insects 
and rodents. Wind tree-wrap available at 
most nurseries around the trunk from 
the ground to the crotch of the first ma- 
jor branches, then tie top and bottom 
ends of the material with string or twine. 
Leave the tree wrapped for about two 
years or until it weathers off 


Thirdly, you must install guy wires or 


stake the tree to hold it steady until roots 
are established in the new soil For the 
average young tree, the best supports 
are a pair of 2-by-2 wooden posts six feet 
long Drive these stakes into the ground 
parallel to the tree just beyond the roots, 
then lash the tree to the stakes with wire 
and protective pieces of garden hose. Do 
not remove the stakes until the root sys- 
tem becomes well enough established to 
anchor the tree in the ground, usually 
about two years. 


WHEN PLANTING, fill the hole to 
lower root level with soil mixed one- 
fourth to one-half with mulch or peat 


moss. Work planting mixture around 


roots and be sure to tamp firmly. 


AFTER WRAPPING, the top can be 
thinned by pruning to bring it into 


balance with the reduced root sys- 
tem. Tree should be pruned by re- 
moving lateral or inside branches and 
not by clipping ends of branches. 


Today's housing depends 
on ample lumber supply 


In the tradition of our founding fathers, 


housing is still basically a product of 
trees.

In fact, lumber and plywood are the 


structural frame and skin for about 80 
per 
cent of America's 
single-family 


homes. And this does not include the 
more obvious wood products like siding, 
windows and doors-and their frames, 
paneling, mouldings, flooring and roof- 
ing. 


Even houses with brick or other mate- 


rials on the outside usually have a skele- 
ton of wood on the inside. 


A typical single-family home has ap- 


proximately 12,000 board feet of lumber 
and 5,000 square feet of plywood. Yet, in 
spite of their importance, lumber and 
plywood represent only about 10 per cent 
of the cost of a house. 


In recent years, housing demand has 


surged dramatically—from a yearly av- 
erage during the decade of the 1960's of 
1.4 million new housing starts to more 
than two million starts a year in the 
1970's Further housing increases are in 
sight, with demand for wood products ex- 
pected to double by the end of the centu- 
ry 


Wood is a highly versatile construction 


material It is unique in its beauty, dura- 
bility, workability and many exceptional 
technical properties Of all the construc- 
tion materials, it is the best insulator 
against heat and cold — highly important 
in these days of energy and fuel short- 
ages. 


Fortunately, wood is renewable. This is 


a strong argument in favor of increasing 
its use over other building materials It 
is the most plentiful industrial raw mate- 
rial in America, and more is growing all 


the time Meanwhile, the resources for 
other building materials are being de- 
pleted. 


To meet skyrocketing demand, timber 


supplies must be increased. This can be 
done by growing more trees through in- 
tensive forest management on all of the 
country's commercial forest lands 


The President's Advisory Panel on 


Timber and the Environment recently re- 
ported, after two years of study, that the 
United States has the potential to grow 
twice as much wood as it is now grow- 
ing, while still fully protecting the forest 
environment and all forest values. 


However, the Panel says that two 


things 
are 
required: 
long-term 
in- 


vestments for timber growing and forest 
management in the National Forests 
where a majority of timber needed for 
houses now stands, and investments to 
increase tree growth to meet future tim- 
ber demands on the millions of private, 
nomndustrial woodlots that make up 59 
per cent of America's 500 million acres 
of commercial forests. 


Damaged lawn areas 
must be spot-seeded 


Damaged portions of a lawn should be 


spot-seeded early to make the spring 
growing season as lengthy as possible. 
Seeding grass on frost-pitted soil is often 
effective. 


But sloppy soils, unworkable as they 


thaw, make a poor seedbed Wait until 
the ground dries enough so that its sur- 
face can be scratched with a rake, loo- 
sening the soil enough to catch the grass 
seed.

Some old-timers look at America today and wonder 
THE HERALD

Maybe what this land~of-plenty needs 
is a good old-fashioned depression 


by TOM T1EDE 


ARTHURDALE. W.VA. - The well-fed 


young woman got out of a new car and 
walked into Jean's bar. She removed a 
stylish double-knit coat and rapped the 
table with a $300 set of wedding rings. 


"My God," she groaned, "I was shop- 


ping in Kingswood this morning. Coffee's 
up four cents, bread is up another penny. 
I spent $38 and got two sacks of grocer- 
ies. If you ask me we're heading for col- 
lapse; it's like another depression." 


Nobody has asked the young woman. 


.And nobody felt any special sympathy 
for her rhetoric. Loose talk of depression 
in this community Is looked on with 
headshaking disfavor; a good lot of the 
old timers here knew hunger in the last 
depression and many of the mlddle-agers 
remember growing up in times when 
new cars, double-knit coats and $300 
rings were reserved for royalty. 


ARTHURDALE. In fact, was a crea- 


tion of the Depression. It was an ex- 
perimental construction of the 1930s Fed- 
eral Homestead Project. Some 100 other 
communities were built at various other 
places in the nation, all designed to acti- 
vate idle land, give the impoverished 
places to live and rekindle sparks in the 
national spirit. 


Here at least the experiment was a 


success. The government purchased 2.400 
acres of promising land from a farmer 
named Richard Arthur, built 65 sturdy 
homes and sent out the call for residents. 


Several 
hundred 
desperately 
poor 


people (mostly coal mining families) 
moved in. In addition to new homes, the 
homesteaders received employment, sev- 
eral acres for gardens or farming, and 
new hope. In return, they were asked to 
"work hard and build well." 


Indeed, the work did go well. To some 


extent because the community was fa- 
vored as the pet project of Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 


She outfitted the school with money she 


earned from magazine* writing, visited 
often, encouraged 
the instruction of 


crafts such as hand weaving. and in one 
supreme 
moment of pride for 
all, 


brought her Presidential husband to ad- 
dress the graduating class of 1334. 


Ah. says homesteader Ben Thompson, 


who has since moved away, the times 
were both terrible and fine. He remem- 
bers paying less than $10 a month rent 
(towards the purchase price) on a home 
that would sell today for $25.000. 


On the other hand, he recalls. "Nobody 


had any money and some people had no 
food. People scrounged is what they did. 
There wasn't a gopher alive for miles." 


NONETHELESS, 
people 
managed. 


Mrs. Felicia Hartsell. still a resident, 
says she and her husband moved to Ar- 
thurdale with two babies, a crib and a 
measure of pluck. 


"My husband walked eight miles each 


day to work, and he got paid 35 cents an 
hour. But we didn't complain. We were 
glad to have anything. That's the way it 
was around Arthurdale then, everybody 
was glad to be surviving. 


The once-active Community Center, 


where FDR drank punch and Eleanor 
chatted 
with 
the 
ladies, has 
been 


stripped of inside furnishings and outside 
windows. Town meetings have not been 
held for decades. Graffiti and initial 
scrawlings decorate what tow public 
houses remain in the village. 


AND AC'CORDING to the oldsters, the 


population and character of Arthurdale 
have deteriorated as well. Coal miners 
have moved ugly trailer houses into the 
countryside. Careless new owners have 
let some original homesites 
weather

Yak, 
yak. yak. never says 'nothing good. (Jod 
knows, maybe the price of food is a 
blessing; she could probably lose about 
20 pounds herself." 


It's not that the originals here deny the

defunct Arthurdale variety store, says 
older people such as himself are sweat- 
ing as much as anybody at the cost of 
living. 


"But these young people got big

I say 
this: rather than complain, they would 
do better to roll up their sleeves, like the 
homesteaders did, and get to work on the 
problems." 


Wolf is among many oldsters here who 


doubt the younger generation will roll 
up their sleeves. He says the virtue of 
apprecation is dead in the area. He sur- 
vey the homes flanking his — each 
driveway filled with cars, each lot popu- 
lated by campers, each house inhabited 
by wall to wall carpeting and color TV's. 


But do they appreciate what they 


have? "Hell, no," Wolf says, "they're too 
busy griping about what they don't 
have." 


THE OPINION is a hard one, but ac- 


cording to many here accurate. The feel- 
ing is that Americans, including "Ar- 
thurdalites," have gone flabby and fool- 
ish. Everyone is out for himself. The 
mouth is mightier than the muscle. 


"If Eleanor could see what's hap- 


pened," says one old philosopher, "she'd 
turn in her grave. She meant the town to 
be something different from what's it's 
got. I don't know if I myself haven't fall- 
en off; I hat to say it but maybe a de- 
pression wouldn't be so bad again. It's 
funny, and I know you won't understand, 
but at least we had some self respect 
back then."

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Ordinance to vacate under tvay 
Homeowners' group threatens to sue 
village over sidewalk easement order 


by JOE FRANZ 


A group of homeowners in Lake County 


Buffalo Grove have threatened to take 
the village to court if it goes ahead with 
its plans to vacate a sidewalk easement 
between homes on Twisted Oak Lane and 
Aspen Court. 


The question of whether or not there 


should be a sidewalk at that location has 
come up numerous times In the last two 
years, and finally last week the village 
board voted against its Installation. At 
the same time, the board declared the 
easement a "public nuisance" and or- 
dered the village attorney to prepare: an 
ordinance vacating it. 


The sidewalk easement was obtained

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Scores soar 


Holmes Junior High School students making 
marked improvement in reading: principal 


An intensive reading improvement 


program at Wheeling's Holmes Ju- 
nior High School is significantly in- 
creasing student ability, according to 
principal James Johnson. 


Johnson said Thursday that student 


reading scores on standardized tests 
annually given in the district indicate 
pupils "are benefiting greatly" from 
the program. 


Before the program was set up 


three years ago, he said many sev- 
enth- and eighth-grade students at 
Holmes were scoring poorly on the 
standardized tests. 


BV COMPARISON, he said, pupils 


in the reading program last year 
showed an Improvement in their 
reading ability equivalent to 1.6 


years on the average. All exhibited 
some improvement in reading, he 
said, with some students showing an 
increase of as much as three years. 
An improvement of one year is con- 
sidered normal. 


Although 
standardized 
reading 


tests have not yet been given jn Dist. 
21 this year, Johnson said he feels 
current seventh and eighth graders 
will score as well as those last year. 


"We feel through our own testing 


and evaluation at this point that 
these kids will do as well," he said. 


About 45 per cent of the students at 


Holmes are presently involved in the 
reading-improvement program. It is 
specifically designed for 
students 


reading at a level at least six months 


behind their chronological age or 


' who have been identified as having 


particular reading problems. 


STNDENTS IN the reading pro- 


gram receive specialized reading in- 
struction four days per week. Teach- 
ers and aides directing the program 
evaluate student performance one 
day per week. 


Next year, the reading program 


will be expanded to involve all 
Holmes students. 


"We want to continue to provide 


remedial help for the kids who are 
reading below their level and analyze 
the skills of the others and work with 
them to develop their reading ability 
so that they can push ahead even 
further," Johnson said.

Road, south of the Northwest Tollway 
and izoo fee^west of Elmhurst Road. It 
is located in 'an unincorporated area 
zoned for manufacturing by Cook Coun- 
ty. 


The purchase was the second recently 


in the district's efforts to acquire a total 
of 217 acres for the reservoir. About 22.02 
acres were purchased March 14 at a cost 
of $958.382.

"We are still talking over the situation 


and we are not sure exactly what we will 
do now," Dowd added. 


PARK DISTRICT officials voted ear- 


lier this week to hold a referendum on 
June 15 to seek voter approval for the 
sale of bonds to purchase the property. 


Ernest Nance, director of the park dis- 


trict, said no dollar amount has been set 
for the referendum. He said the park dis- 
trict's board of commissioners will begin 
negotiations with officials of Park Ridge 
Community Consolidated School Dist. 64 
in the near future. 


He indicated once a purchase price is 


negotiated the total referendum package 
will be announced. 


The: township had offered $225,000 to 


purchase the school building on the prop 
erty and some township officials had saic 
the township might increase its offer it 
an effort to purchase the land surround 
ing the school also. 


A PARK RIDGE developer had report 


edly offered the school district aboul 
$600,000- to purchase the school and land 
but the offer was contingent on the prop- 
erty being rezoned for multiple familv 
housing. Although the Park Ridge zoning 
board granted -approval for the rezoning, 
the city council first rejected the pro- 
posal and then decided to reconsider the 
plan and has since tabled any action on 
the proposal. 


Dowd said the township is waiting for 


a legal opinion as to whether or not they 
must hold a referendum before purchas- 
ing the school building. Township offi- 
cials had been advised by the school dis- 
trict that they might be required to get 
voters approval before federal revenue 
sharing funds can be used to purchase 
the facility. 


Dowd also said a legal opinion is being 


sought to determine if the school districl 
can legally enter into a mortgage to pas 
for the school building and the surround- 
ing land. 


"I doubt that the school district would 


sell us the property if we could not enter 
into a mortgage agreement to secure the 
sale," Dowd said. 


He added that he expects to receive a 


formal legal opinion from Township Atty, 
Milton Tut.tle sometime next week.

Mrs. Vanderweel said to date the vil- 


lage has sold 379 $1 tags, 149 $2 tags and 
225 $3 tags. 


"When I totalled the tags I found the 


higher priced tags balanced out the $1 
tag fees collected," she said. 


PEOPLE WHO paid $3 for this years 


dog tag may get a $1 refund or credit on 
their next years tags. However, until the 
ordinance is prepared and voted on at 
the next board meeting the village clerk 
advises people to hold on to their 
receipts. 


"The board may decide ,to make the 


ordinance effective immediately or vote 
to apply it to next year's fees, explained 
Village Clerk Lee Turner. "If it's effec- 
tive immediately refunds will be made," 
she added. 


"But we don't really expect people who 


paid $1 to come in and give us another 
dollar," she said. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said that the village 


licenses dogs as a means of rabies con- 
trol. 


"People tell us licensing for dogs and 


not cats is also discriminatory, but the 
state statutes prohibit us from imposing 
a license on cats," said Mrs. Van- 
derweel. 


SHE SAID THAT residents who feel it 


is unfair should write their local legisla- 
tors for action. 


"According to informaton I have cats 


are not considered to be rabies carriers 
but dogs are," she said. 


When residents purchase a dog license 


they must also show proof that their dogs 
have had rabies innoculations." In this 
way the license Is a means of rabies con- 
trol," she added. 


"Before I start getting complaints I'd 


just like people to know that I love both 
cats and dogs and have a dog myself, 
said Mrs. Vanderweel.

tion and the requirement for ade- 
quate enforcement of that legisla- 
tion," Jean Hanlon, chiarman of the 
Arlington Heights environmental con- 
trol commission, said. "On the other 
hand, environmental legislation that 
imposes financial burdens and re- 
strictions on citizens that accomplish 
little, if anything, should be dis- 
couraged." 


COUNTY OFFICIALS REVEALED 


details of the test plan March 11 af- 
ter a U. S. Environmental Protection 
Agency order to establish a test pro- 
gram by June 1. The USEPA has re- 
quired 50 per cent reduction of car- 
bon-dioxide pollution in 
Chicago's 


central business by 1975. Chicago ap- 
proved a test program last year.

Centner, testified Sgt. John Setzer told 
him if the Republicans were elected on 
April 17, Centner would be out by the 
31st 


In another conversation prior to the 


April 17 election with Robert 
Galloy, 


owner of the Burger King, Vallas said he 
was told If Wendell Jones was elected 
village president Centner would be re- 
moved from office. Galloy was a strong 
supporter of the Republican slate in the 
last village election. Vallas said he be- 


lieved Galloy got his information from 
conversations with Jones, but it could 
have just been Galley's opinion. 


A DAY PRIOR to his resignation of 


June 22, Vallas testified he had a conver- 
sation with patrolman Terrence Mazur 
into the reasons he was leaving the 
force. Vallas said Mazur told him a deal 
had been made with the village board 
that if the patrolmen would drop a suit 
against the village challenging the ad- 
ministration of a sergeant's examination 
and not complain about a 5 per cent pay 
raise, Centner would be removed. 


In his letter of resignation to Centner, 


Vallas stated "I feel this action is neces- 
sary because of the growing political mo- 
tivation and not law enforcing motiva- 
tion" in the police department.

THE NEW CLINIC facility is not as 


large as the clinic's present office, which 
itself had become too small to handle the 
clinic's patient load, she said. "It is 
smaller than what we had hoped for, but 
when one Is In the business of providing 
a necessary service, one must take what 
is available," Mrs. Michelin said. 


The building, the former site of Pala- 


tine Organ Sales, is being leased by John 
Philippe of Philippe Brothers Realty. He 
is the brother of Pete Philippe, from 
whom the clinic had been leasing the fa- 
cility at 222 E. Hicks Place. 


Pete Philippe notified Dr. Douglas Fin- 


layson. whose offices at the Hicks Place 
address have been used by the clinic, of 
the non-renewable expiration in January. 
Finalyson will be moving his practice 
shortly into a new .medical building 
which he has built at 1545 Hicks Rd, 
Rolling Meadows. 


"We have found them (the Phllippes)

Township auditors voted to contribute 
$5,000 in federal revenue sharing money 
to the clinic Hundreds of persons ap- 
peared before the township board in 
January to protest the funding, but the 
money pledge was reaffirmed with the 
stipulation the funds not be used for the 
distribution of contraceptives to teen- 
agers. 


The funding has since been frozen 


pending a federal ruling on the legality 
of township allocation of revenue-sharing 
money 


The clinic has come under fire for pro- 


viding 
medical treatment and 
dis- 


tributing contraceptives to teen-agers 
without parental consent. Clinic suppor- 
ters say, however, that needed medical 
services are provided for adolescents, in- 
cluding the detection and treatment of 
venereal disease 


Some 1,000 youth from 55 northwest 


suburban communities have been treated 
at the clinic, Mrs. Michelin said 


THE CLINIC DOES not, however, per- 


form abortions as some critics have 
charged, s,he emphasized. 


She said the controversy has apparent- 


ly been responsible for prank calls being 
made to local schools falsely identifying 
the caller as a clinic worker seeking in- 
formation on student pregnancies and 
drug addiction. 


"We are condemned as abortionists 


and anti-life and we are not," she said. 
"We don't tell anyone to have an abor- 
tion We are a little tired of people con- 
stantly misrepresenting Crossroads who 
don't even know what we do. I wish 
people would call me I would be de- 
lighted to show them the facilities " 


The new facility will be operating un- 


der extended hours, because of an In- 
crease In the number of patients coming 
to the clinic, she added. She said the clin- 
ic will be open three nights per week and 
predicted that a five-night per week 
schedule will be required before the end 
of the year.

Neiv math 
books return 
to basics 


The Dist 15 education committee has 


given preliminary approval to a new set 
of mathematics books that sheers away 
from much of the complicated new math 
terminology and gives students more 
practice in mathematical computations. 


Estimated cost of the new program for 


all district kindergartens through sixth 
grades is $50,000. The same program is 
also being considered for the junior high 
schools. 


Final approval for the changeover will 


be sought at the next school board meet- 
ing, April 17. The new series is being 
i n i t i a t e d partially because students 
scored below national averages in sol- 
ving word problems on 
standardized 


tests given last year The old series was 
purchased six years ago. 


The new series, "Investigating School 


Mathematics," by Addison-Wesley, was 
piloted this year in classes at Marion 
Jordan. Stuart Paddock, Pleasant Hill, 
Jonas Salk, Virginia Lake, Willow Bend 
and Joel Wood Schools. 


S A M P L E TESTING showed that 


youngsters using the new series did not 
score significantly above those using the 
old series Wally Fricker, math depart- 
ment chairman, said this could be be- 
cause of the small sample of students 
tested and because children at several 
schools are grouped in math according to 
ability levels, which makes comparisons 
difficult 
However, both students and 


teachers enjoyed the new series more 
than the old one. 


A committee of 63 teachers recently 


accepted the Addison-Wesley series as 
their recommendation for the district's 
new math program. They studied 11 oth- 
er series last year and three newly de- 
veloped series this year before making 
the recommendation, Fricker said 


"Addison-Wesley was the only program 


the entire committee could support," 
Fricker said. 


The new program explains concepts a 


little more fully before going on to the 
next idea, Fricker said, which makes 
students more relaxed. 


The new program also introduces the 


metric system in the first grade The 
metric system is presented as a system 
of weighing and measuring, and is not 
immediately compared with the pound 
and foot system now being used in the 
United States.

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Golf course may be 'reduced9 
Army moving five units to Nike site

Five units o( the Army Reserve are 


l;eing scheduled to move to the Arlington 
Heights Nike Base. Wilke and Central 
roads, by July 1. 


The units, with a combined manpower 


strength of 441 persons, are now sta- 
tioned in the former offices of the Gener- 
al Services Administration on Pershing 
Road in Chicago, 


The announced move places a cloud 


over the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict's plan to build a $1 million 18-hole 
golf course on the site, 


Thomas Thornton, park director, while 


expressing displeasure with the Army 
announcement, said plans already ap- 
proved for the golf course could be 
scaled down to a nine-hole facility. 


The parks have already gained control 


of Ifl acres of the base and stand a good 
chance of getting 32 additional acres. 
The additional acreage was originally 
planned for Navy housing but the plan 
was withdrawn in the face of strong local 
opposition backed by Illinois congress- 
men and senators. 


THE 52 ACRES have been declared 


surplus federal land and the park district 
will shortly be making a formal appli- 
cation for it. 


A spokesman for U. S. Rep, Philip M. 


Crane. R-12th, said the latest Army an- 
nouncement was "disappointing" and the 
situation was not "encouraging'1 to local 
efforts to have the land transferred to 


non-military use, 
• 


A spokesman for U. S, Sen. Adlai Ste- 


venson said, "We're aware of the 
planned move. The senator is studying it 
to see what can be done about it." 


The park, district is attempting to 'have 


the remaining 75 Nike acres also de- 
clared surplus. The effort received a 
boost earlier this year when funding for 
the Nike-Hercules missile program was 
cut from the federal budget. The latest 
Army announcement to station Reserve 
units on the site dampens the chances for 
a surplus declaration. 


LT. COL. WILLIAM BALLARD, of 


Army Readiness Region 5, said the move 
from the old G.SA offices would save the 
Army $247,000 in rents annually. 


The five new units would Join two Re- 


serve units already stationed at the base. 
The total strength of the units would be 
about 1,300 persons, according to Bal- 
lard. 


Crane's spokesman said the savings of 


the rent may "justify the move, in the 
Army's eyes." He added that it was "not 
inconceivable thaj: the Army will say this 
is the best utilization of their land." 


When asked if the Army could move 


the Reserve 
units to Ft. 
Sheridan, 


Crane's spokesman said, "We would 
have to depend, unfortunately, on the 
Army to ascertain what their needs are.

Meadows, which has the most foreign 
language speaking youngsters, has 38 
children speaking about 12 foreign lan- 
guages. Included are Spanish, Japanese, 
Tagalog. Italian, Greek, Yugoslavian and 
German. 


The present bilingual program at three 


district schools is for Spanish-speaking 
youngsters. It consist* of 
half-day 


classes. 


THE PROPOSED multi-lingual pro- 


gram calls for a part-time teacher, two 
teacher aides and materials including 
tapes. The cost is estimated at $80,000. 
Miss Newman said there is a very good 
chance of getting reimbursed for the pro- 
gram from the state. 


Miss Newman said after the meeting 


that one teacher could help several 
youngsters, each speaking different Ian- 
guages, learn basic English, even if the 
teacher doesn't know the languages her- 
self. She said this could be accomplished 
through the use of tapes and sign lan- 
guage.

Many options for housing 
on Arlington Park land 


by KURT BAER 


A variety of building options apparent- 


ly are open to the developer that has 
been hired by Arlington* Park Race 
Track to plan a private residential com- 
munity at the track. 


The Richards Group of Illinois is well- 


known as a townhouse builder in the Vil- 
lage of Buffalo Grove, where it is cur- 
rently developing one project and is a 
partner in another. 


It also seems probable that the plan 


will take advantage of the special build- 
ing considerations given to Arlington 
Park in its annexation agreement with 
the village — including the right to high- 
rise multi-family building. 


"I have to be unspecific at this time, 


because I don't know what we're going to 
present," said Arthur B. Gingold, presi- 
dent of the Richards Group of Illinois. 


ARLINGTON PARK spokesman Tom 


Rivera also said that housing plans have 
not been formulated. 


"It's a matter of the Richards Group 


going in and seeing what the best usage 
of the land is. This is all brand new," 
Rivera said. 


One area where housing could be built, 


Gingold said, is on property west of the 
grandstand and north of the Arlington 
Park Towers,Hotel golf course. The site 
is now occupied by a number of wooden 
barns which track officials say will be 
torn down within five years 


The opening last September of the Ar- 


lington Park train station also enhances 
the prospect for private residential de- 
velopment at the race track. 


WHATEVER IS finally presented in 


the way of housing, Gingold says he 
hopes to get a plan approved before the 
annexation agreement expires Oct 20. 


' ' W e ' r e reviewing the annexation 


agreement right now," he admits. 


After Oct, 20, Arlington Park will be 


bound by all regular village zoning re- 
quirements. Under state law, annexation 


At a glance... 


On October 20, 1969, the Village of Ar- 


lington Heights and Arlington Park Race 
Track entered into a five-year annexa- 
tion agreement that officially brought the 
village's best known landmark into the 
community.

For example, Arlington Park was 


promised special use permits for its ac- 
tivities, planned development approval 
without restriction on building height or 
residential density, 4 a.m. liquor licens- 
es, non-interference with night racing, 
police and fire protection. 


The village was promised that Arling- 


ton Park would provide at least 300 corn- 


agreements cannot be renewed or ex- 
tended after the initial five-year period. 


The Richards Group of Illinois, based 


in Oak Brook, is a subsidiary of the Rich- 
ards Group, Inc., which in turn is de- 
scribed as a "joint enterprise with Gulf 
and Western Industries Inc." 


Madison Square Garden Corp., which 


owns Arlington Park and has hired the 
Richards Group to do the housing plan, 
is also tied to Gulf and Western. 


LAST YEAR, the Richards Group 


made news when it announced it was 
selling 56 of 125 acres known as the Haw- 
thorn project north of Lake-Cook County 
line, east of Weiland Road. 


At that time, Gingold cited a "tough 


building year," a tight mortgage market 
and other "corporate reasons" for selling 
part of the project, which had been ap- 
proved for 1,234 units, to Centex Homes 
Inc.

THE NEW CLINIC facility is not as 


large as the clinic's present office, which 
itself had become too small to handle the 
clinic's patient load, she said. "It Is 
smaller than what we had hoped for, but 


when one is in the business of providing 
a necessary service, one must take what 
is available," Mrs. Michelin said. 


The building, the former site of Pala- 


tine Organ Sales, is being leased by John 
Philippe of Philippe Brothers Realty, He 
is the brother of Pete Philippe, from 
whom the clinic had been leasing the fa- 
cility at 222 E. Hicks Place. 


Pete Philippe notified Dr. Douglas Fin- 


layson, whose offices at the Hicks Place 
address have been used by the clinic, of 
the non-renewable expiration in January. 
Finalyson will be moving his practice 
shortly into a new medical building 
which he has built at 1545 Hicks Rd., 
Rolling Meadows. 


"We have found them (the Philippes)

THE CLINIC DOES not, however, per- 


form abortions as some critics have 
charged, she emphasized. 


She said the controversy has apparent- 


ly been responsible for prank calls being 
made to local schools falsely identifying 
the caller as a clinic worker seeking in- 
formation on student pregnancies and 
drug addiction. 


"We are condemned as abortionists 


and anti-life and we are not," she said 
"We don't tell anyone to have an abor- 
tion. We are a little tired of people con- 
stantly misrepresenting Crossroads who 
don't even know what we do. I wish' 
people would call me. I would be de- 
lighted to show them the facilities." 


The new facility will be operating un- 


der extended hours, because of an in- 
crease in the number.of patients coming 
to the clinic, she added. She said the clin- 
ic will be open three nights per week and 
predicted that a five-night per week 
schedule will be required before the end 
of the year.

Neiv math . 
books return 
to basics 


The Dist. 15 education committee has 


given preliminary approval to a new set 
,of mathematics books that sheers away 
from much rf the complicated new math 
terminology and gives students more 
practice in mathematical computations. 


Estimated cost of the new program for 


all district kindergartens through sixth 
grades is $5ft,000. The same program is 
also being considered for the junior high 
schools. 


Final approval for the changeover will 


be sought at the next school board meet- 
ing, April 17. The new series is being 
i n i t i a t e d partially because students 
scored below national averages hi sol- 
ving word problems on. standardized 
tests given last year. The old series was 
purchased six years ago. 


The new series, "Investigating School 


Mathematics," by Addison-Wesley, was 
•piloted this year in classes at Marion 
Jordan, Stuart Paddock, Pleasant HiH, 
Jonas Salk, Virginia Lake, Willow Bend 
and Joel Wood Schools. 


S A M P L E TESTING showed that 


youngsters using the new series did not 
score significantly above those using the 
old series. Wally Fricker, math depart- 
ment chairman, said this could be be- 
cause of the small sample of students 
tested and because children at several 
schools are grouped in math according to 
ability levels, which makes comparisons 
difficult. However, both students and 
teachers enjoyed the new series more 
than the old one. 


A committee of 63 teachers recently 


accepted the Addison-Wesley series as 
their recommendation for the district's 
new math program. They studied 11 oth- 
er series last year and three newly de- 
veloped series this year before making 
the recommendation, Fricker said. 


"Addison-Wesley was the only program 


the entire committee could support," 
Fricker said. 


The new program explains concepts a 


little more fully before going on to the 
next idea, Fricker said, which makes 
students more relaxed. 


The new program also introduces the 


metric system in the first grade. The 
metric system is presented as a system 
of weighing and measuring, and is not 
immediately compared with the pound 
and foot system now being used in the 
United States. 


St. Colette

Many options for housing 
on Arlington Park land 


by KURT BAER 


A variety of building options apparent- 


ly are open to the developer that has 
been hired by Arlington Park Race 
Track to plan a private residential com- 
munity at the track. 


The Richards Group of Illinois is well- 


known as a townhouse builder in the Vil- 
lage of Buffalo Grove, where it is cur- 
rently developing one project and is a 
partner in another. 


It also seems probable that the plan 


will take advantage of the special build- 
ing considerations given to Arlington 
Park in its annexation agreement with 
the village — Including the right to high- 
rise multi-family building. 


"I have to be unspecific at this time, 


because I don't know what we're going to 
present." said Arthur B. Gingold, presi- 
dent of the Richards Group of Illinois. 


ARLINGTON PARK spokesman Tom 


Rivera also said that housing plans have 
not been formulated. 


"It's a matter of the Richards Group 


going in and seeing what the best usage 
of the land is. This is all brand new," 
Rivera said. 


One area where housing could be built, 


Gingold said, is on property west of the 
grandstand and north of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel golf course. The site 
is now occupied by a number of wooden 
barns which track officials say will be 
torn down within five years. 


The opening last September of the Ar- 


lington Park train station also enhances 
the prospect for private residential de- 
velopment at the race track. 


WHATEVER IS finally presented in 


the way of housing, Gingold says he 
hopes to get a plan approved before the 
annexation agreement expires Oct. 20. 


" W e ' r e reviewing the annexation 


agreement right now," be admits. 


After Oct. 20, Arlington Park will be 


bound by all regular village zoning re- 
quirements. Under state law, annexation 


At a glance... 


On October 20, 1969, the Village of Ar- 


lington Heights and Arlington Park Race 
Track entered into a five-year annexa- 
tion agreement that officially brought the 
village's best known landmark into the 
community. 


The 16-page agreement 
guaranteed

For example, Arlington Park was 


promised special use permits for its ac- 
tivities, planned development approval 
without restriction on building height or 
residential density, 4 a.m. liquor licens- 
es, non-interference with night racing, 
police and fire protection.

The Richards Group of Illinois, based 


in Oak Brook, is a subsidiary of the Rich- 
ards Group, Inc., which in turn is de- 
scribed as a "joint enterprise with Gulf 
and Western Industries Inc." 


Madison Square Garden Corp., which 


owns Arlington Park and has hired the 
Richards Group to do the housing plan, 
is also tied to Gulf and Western. 


LAST YEAR, the Richards Group 


made news when it announced it was 
selling 56 of 125 acres known as the Haw- 
thorn project north of Lake-Cook County 
line, east of Weiland Road. 


At that time, Gingold cited a "tough 


building year," a tight mortgage market 
and other "corporate reasons" for selling 
part of the project, which had been ap- 
proved for 1,234 units,' to Centex Homes 
Inc.

kin guilty of five charges of bribery, one 
of tax evasion and one of conspiracy at 
10 p m last night in the Federal Building 
in Chicago 


The verdict by four men and eight 


women came after 27 hours of deliber- 
ation and just five minutes before the 
deadline set by presiding US District 
Court Judge Frank J McGarr to declare 
a mistrial Peskin was found innocent on 
two bribery charges and one count of fil- 
ing a false income tax return for his pei- 
sonal income in 1968 


The guilty verdict on one tax evasion 


charge applied to his partnership tax le- 
turn for the Deutsch and Peskin law firm 
for the same year 


Judge McGarr did not schedule a sen- 


tencing date, but he did order a pre-sen 
tencing investigation of Peskm's physical 
condition Peskin reportedly underwent a 
coloatomy within the past two years 
McGarr will schedule a hearing Monday 
morning on a motion defense attorney 
Thomas P Sullivan said he will file pro- 
testing what he termed "selective prose- 
cution "

.the village attorney." MSD fines could 
run from $100 to $1,000 per day if the 
deadline is not met, 


Atcher has said several times over

School board hopefuls 
tell personnel opinions

Questions pertaining to personnel con- 


tracts and evaluations confronted candi- 
dates seeking election to Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 Board of Education at 
the Schaumburg Area Council of PTAs 
candidates' night. 


All five candidates for the board were 


present at the Wednesday night meeting. 
Candidates running for the board are 
Adam Jelen Jr.. Mrs. Esther Karras, 
Mrs. Margaret Pageier, Misa Vinette 
Smith and Sherwood Spa 12. 


Although the candidates were pre- 


sented wtih a variety of questions be- 
sides those pertaining to personnel, their 
answers failed to point out any signifi- 
cant differences of opinion on any of the 
topics discussed. 


None of the candidates was in favor of 


holding salary negotiations in open meet- 
ings. 


Spatz said open salary negotiations 


could become platforms for one side or 
the other. 


MISS VINETTE SMITH agreed, stat- 


ing open negotiations become a matter of 
personalities and theatrics. "And how 
many of you would want to discuss your 
salaries in public?" she added. 


Only Spatz said he would consider 


opening teachers contracts before the 
end of three years. 


"If it is legally possible and'if public 


pressure exists to do so, the board should 
reconsider," he said. He cited the in- 
creasing cost-oMiving as a sound reason 
for reopening the contract. Me said he 
felt the board would be risking morale 
problems amoving teachers if the con- 
tract can be reopened legally and It is 
not. 


Concerning merit pay for adminis- 


trators. Jelen said an administration 
evaluation plan has been started this 
year that does include merit. 


MRS. Pageier added that merit pay 


sounds like a good idea, but it could de- 
generate to "the one who toes the line 
gets the pay raise." She also stated con- 
cern that this system could equate merit 
with innovativeness, "which can work to 
the d i s t r i c t ' s disadvantage if in- 
novativeness Is done for innovativeness' 
sake alone." 


Mrs. Pageier expressed concern that 


there be long-range planning to establish 
priorities for the expansion of staff. 
There should be some basis for "well- 
thought changes," she said, rather than 
deciding at the mercy of pressure 
groups.

Government to reconsider Auto 
flood-hazard designation

The U, S. Department of Housing and 


Urban Development may reconsider its 
designation of the Woodview subdivision 
in Mount Prospect as a "special flood 
hazard area." 


Donald L. Collins, deputy assistant ad- 


ministrator in the HUD office in Wash- 
ington, D, C.. said Thursday that if the 
Village of Mount Prospect submits scien- 
tific and technical information conflicting 
with HUD's data, "we'll be happy to look 
at it tf it's right, we'll reverse ours. It's 
no big deal." 


Residents of the subdivision, in the 


northeast corner of the village, have hot- 
ly contested HUD's selection of the area 
as a "special flood hazard area," con- 
tending the label is unjustified. "I'm 
furious about it," said one woman. A six- 
year resident, she added: "I have never 
had a drop of water in my basement; 
I've never had flooding in my yard." 


Under a federal requirement that went 


into effect March 2, property owners in 
"special flood hazard" areas must pur- 
chase federally-subsidized flood insur- 
ance before they can receive mortgage 
loans. 


THE IMPACT OF the new order may 


be felt by present homeowners in the 
designated areas when they attempt to 
sell their homes. Mrs. Al Bobrow, 1703 
Mura Ln., characterized HUD's require- 
ment that flood insurance be obtained as 
"felling us our houses aren't really worth 
much, because if we're going to try to 
sell them, we're going to have big prob- 
lems." 


She said the singling out of the Wood- 


view area as a particular flood hazard 
"is not fair. There are too many other 
areas where there is a problem." 


HUD's Collins told The Herald several 


studies were used in determining which 
areas to designate "special flood haz- 
ard." The studies were based mainly on 
quarirangc maps developed by the U.S. 
Geological Survey, and also on studies by

night on a settlement of the long stand- 
ing Elmhurst Road boundary dispute, 
but the accord will still require action In 
Mount Prospect. 


The DCS Plaines City Council voted to 


adopt an amended version of an agree- 
ment that had been worked between offi- 
cials of both towns last month. 


The amendment to the settlement, 


which was proposed by Des Plaines Aid. 
Alan Abrams (8th) calls for deletion of 
any reference of the boundary line that 
had been extended along Oakton Street 
west of Elmhurst Road and the addition 
of a provision stating that either commu- 
nity c&uld now annex property either 
north or south of Oakton Street, west of 
the intersection of that street and Elm- 
hurst Road. 


THE ORIGINAL agreement, which 


was adopted by Mount Prospect two 
weeks ago, not only set Elmhurst Road 
as the east-west dividing line between 
the two towns, but also limited Des 
Plaines to taking in unincorporated prop- 
erty south of Oakton Street while allow- 
ing Mount Prospect the opportunity to 
take in land north of Oakton Street. 


Neither Abrams nor Des Plaines May- 


or Herbert Behrel would predict if Mount 
Prospect officials would go along with 
the amended agreement. 


The city council action on the agree- 


ment came after a one hour and forty 
minute closed-door executive session. Re- 
portedly the bulk of the discussion was 


devoted to a contention raised by Aid. 
Richard Ward (8th) that the agreement 
also covered provisions which would lim- 
it the unit density and the height of mul- 
t i p 1 e

housing developments 


planned by Mount Prospect for property 
along the west side of Elmhurst Road. 
Other city officials said that no such pro- 
visions had been agreed to in the talks 
with Mount Probpect officials. 


If Mount Prospect agrees to the settle- 


ment it will probably mean an end to at 
least one court suit involving a disputed 
Des Plaines annexation of property near 
the intersection of Elmhurst and Algon- 
quin roads. 


the U. S. Soil Conservation Service and 
the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers. 
Some 14,555 communities across the 
country, including several other North- 
west suburbs, were considered ''special 
flood hazards." 


Collins said the HUD selections are 


"really accurate. It's always possible, 
however, there is a community where 
they may have diverted a river from its 
course or added flood control measures 
we're not aware of." 


Individuals cannot file complaints, he 


said, but if a municipality prepares "sci- 
entific or technical information showing 
why it is not flood prone or why our in- 
formation is incorrect, we'll review it 
and if we're wrong, we'll change." 


COLLINS DID NOT have specific in- 


formation on the Woodview subdivision, 
but said the corps of Engineers' study of 
special flood hazards nationwide was 
based on 100-year flood elevation data. A 
100-year flood area is one in which there 
is a 1 per cent chance each year of a 
flood. Collins said that while homeowners 
may correctly state there hasn't been a 
flood in their neighborhood for 60 years, , 
"that just means they're overdue, and it's 
all the. more likely they'll have one with- 
in the next 40 years." 


The Woodview subdivision is just west 


of the Des Plaines River. 


One Mount Prospect village trustee 


who lives in Woodview, Patrick J. Link, 
has indicated he will work toward revok- 
ing the "special flood hazard area" des- 
ignation. Link referred to the designation 
as "unwarranted," adding: "In my opin- 
ion,'as far as this area is subject to over- 
land flooding, the answer is unequivoca- 
lly no. 


"Like everyone else, there are some 


backyards that have surface water, but 
it is a normal collection that most subdi- 
visions have in times of torrential rain- 
ing." 


Link said he would work through U. S. 


Rep. Phillip M. Crane, R-12th, and U.S. 
Senators Charles H. Percy and Adlai E. 
Stevenson III in an effort to convince 
HUD to remove "this unwarranted 
stigma." Referring to HUD, he added: 
"They're wet, not us."

Many options for housing

on Arlington Park land

A variety of building options apparent- 


ly are open to the developer that has 
been hired by Arlington Park Race 
Tiack to plan a private residential com- 
munity at the track. 


The Richards Group of Illinois is well- 


known as a townhouse builder in the Vil- 
lage of Buffalo Grove, where it is cur- 
rently developing one project and is a 
partner in another. 


It also seems probable that the plan 


will take advantage of the special build- 
ing considerations given to Arlington 
Park in its annexation agreement with 
the village — including the right to high- 
rise multi-family building. 


"I have to be unspecific at this time, 


because I don't know what we're going to 
present." said Arthur B. Gingold, presi- 
dent of the Richards Group of Illinois. 


ARLINGTON PARK spokesman Tom 


Rivera also said that housing plans have 
not been formulated. 


"It's a matter of the Richards Group 


gome in and seeing what the best usage 
of the land is This is all brand new," 
Rivera said, 


One area where housing could be built, 


Ginaold said, is on property west of the 
grandstand and north of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel golf course. The site 
is now occupied by a number of wooden 
barn- which track officials say will be 
torn down within five years. 


The opening last September of the Ar- 


lington Park train station also enhances 
the prospect for private residential de- 
velopment at the race track. 


WHATEVER IS finally presented in 


the way of housing, Gingold says he 
hopes to get a plan approved before the 
annexation agreement expires Oct 20.

On October 20, 1969, the Village of Ar- 


lington Heights and Arlington Park Race 
Track entered into a five-year annexa- 
tion agreement that officially brought the 
village's best known landmark into the 
community.

For example, Arlington Park 
was 


promised special use permits for its ac- 
tivities, planned development approval 
without restriction on building height or 
residential density, 4 a.m. liquor licens- 
es, non-interference with night racing, 
police and fire protection. 


The village was promised that Arling- 


ton Park would provide at least 300 corn- 


agreements cannot be renewed or ex- 
tended after the initial five-year period. 


The Richards Group of Illinois, based 


in Oak Brook, is a subsidiary of the Rich- 
ards Group, Inc., which in turn is de- 
scribed as a "joint enterprise with Gulf 
and Western Industries Inc " 


Madison Square Garden Corp., which 


owns Arlington Park and has hired the 
Richards Group to do the housing plan, 
is also tied to Gulf and Western. 


LAST YEAR, the Richards Group 


made news when it announced it was 
selling 56 of 125 acres known as the Haw- 
thorn project north of Lake-Cook County 
line, east of Wei land Road. 


At that time, Gingold cited a "tough 


building year," a tight mortgage market 
and other "corporate reasons" for selling 
part of the project, which had been ap- 
proved for 1,234 units, to Centex Homes 
Inc,

Army moving five units into Nike base

Five units of the Army Reserve are 


being scheduled to move to the Arlington 
Heights Nike Base, Wilke and Central 
roads, by July 1. 


The units, with a combined manpower 


strength of 441 persons, are now sta- 
tioned in the former offices of the Gener- 
al Services Administration on Pershing 
Road in Chicago. 


The announced move places a cloud 


over the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict's plan to build a $1 million IB-hole 
golf course on the site. 


Thomas Thornton, park director, while 


expressing displeasure with the Army' 
announcement, said plans already ap- 
proved for the golf course could be 
scaled down to a nine-hole facility. 


The parks have already gained control 


of 13 acres of the base and stand a good 
chance of getting 52 additional acres.' 
The additional acreage was originally 
planned for Navy housing but the plan 


was withdrawn in the face of strong local 
opposition backed by Illinois congress- 
men and senators. 


THE 52 ACRES have been declared 


surplus federal land and the park district 
will shortly be making a formal appli- 
cation for it. 


A spokesman for U. S. Rep. Philip M, 


Crane, R-12th, said the latest Army an- 
nouncement was "disappointing" and the 
situation was not "encouraging" to local 
efforts to have the land transferred to 
non-military use. 


A spokesman for U. S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 


venson said, 
"We're aware of the 


planned move. The senator is studying it 
to see what can be clone about it." 


The park district is attempting to have 


the remaining 75 Nike acres also de- 
clared surplus. The effort received a 
boost earlier this year when funding for 
the Nike-Hercules missile program was 
cut from the federal budget. The latest 
Army announcement to station Reserve 


units on the site dampens the chances for 
a surplus declaration. 


LT. COL. WILLIAM BALLARD, of 


Army Readiness Region 5, said the move 
from the old GSA offices would save the 
Army $247,000 in rents annually. 


The five new units would join two Re-

gram by June 1 The USEPA has re- 
quired 50 per cent reduction of car- 
bon-dioxide pollution in Chicago's 
central business by 1975.

At K-Mart Discount Store in Ar- 


lington Heights, Hub Hubbard report- 
ed that hundreds of various size gas 
cans were ordered when people 
wanted them. 


"In those days — in January and 


February — we ordered big," he 
said. "Now that I have them, sales 
have dropped. 
Those orders are 


starting to come in now. I think 
we're going to have lots of them." 


Joe Urbanus of Montgomery Ward 


and Co.'s automotive section in the 
Sandhurst Shopping Center, Mount 
Prospect, said the gas cans were in 
demand, but the store couldn't get 
enough of a supply when orders were 
made. 


The Korvettes Department Store in 


Arlington Heights tried to order 
them, said Dick Simonek, but the or- 
ders remained unfulfilled because of 
the demand, "There are some in 
stock but sales have dropped sharp- 
ly," he said. 


"We did order a lot and sold a lot," 


said Keith Kubkek at the Turn Style 
Family Center in the North Point 
Shopping Center, Arlington Heights. 
"But we're having a hard time sell- 
ing what's left. People say they don't 
buy them because gas stations won't 
fill them up." 


Health care, 
money worry 
elderly 


Health care, income and housing are 


the main concerns of senior citizens liv- 
ing in Arlington Heights, according to a 
survey 
conducted 
by 
the Arlington 


Heights Senior Citizens Commission. 


Questionnaires were sent in a village 


neewsletter earlier this year to persons 
in hopes of reaching the estimated 4.500 
persons who are 60 or older. About 1.000 
persons, or more than 25 per cent of the 
elderly population, responded to the four- 
page form. 


Other areas that senior citi/^ns are 


concerned with are transportation ser- 
vices, food and nutrition. 


About one fourth of the people in- 


dicated that they do not have enough 
money to meet their everyday basic 
needs, especially for medical and dental 
expenses. 


FORTY-TWO PER CENT of the senior 


citizens said they would move into low- 
income housing if available, preferring 
apartment-style accommodations rather 
than a retirement village. 


Most senior citizens said they receive 


income, from social security. Sixty-one 
per cent rely on their savings and 40 per 
cent on pension. Also according to the 
survey, 1/5 of 1 per cent of the senior 
citizens are on welfare. 


, 
John Gianopulos. chairman of the Se- 


nior Citizens Commission, said there 
may not be enough persons who would 
qualify 
for the proposed low-income 


housing for the elderly because of the 
few who are receiving welfare. 


He added that there is an "automatic 


increase" in the suburban cost of living 
such as high rents, transportation and 
other critical services that could prevent 
the elderly from staying in the area. 


"I'm not at all certain there will be 


enough who would qualify." he said. 
"The federal guidelines are rigid.'' 


THE U.S. DEPARTMENT of Hdusing 


and Urban Development (HUD) has ap- 
proved 119 units for persons 62 or older 
with an annual income not exceeding 
$4,900 or elderly couples with total in- 
comes not more than $5.600. 


Darryl K. Kenning, assistant village 


manager, said that according to a survey 
conducted in 1970, 275 persons indicated 
they were interested in low-income hous- 
ing. He added that the people were 
"apparently qualified" because the sur- 


' vey asked for their age, income and 


source of income. More people have been 
added to the list since then, he said. 


Kenning also added that other senior 


citizens from other communities are eli- 
gible for the housing according to the 
federal guidelines. For example, parents 
of children who live in Arlington Heights 
are qualified. Arlington Heights resi- 
dents, however, are first priority. 


The survey showed that 29 per cent do 


not drive and 22 per cent said they need 
some type of bus service. 


Gianopulos said he thought there was 


good response to the questionnaire, ad- 
ding he had hoped that 10 per cent of the 
senior citizens would respond. 


"Now we will develop some action pro- 


grams based on the 
questionnaire," 


Gianopulos said. Education programs at 
area schools, helath care and nutrition 
programs are some which will be devel- 
oped, he said.
